Migden and Arguedas, who have been' to¬ 
gether nearly 20 years, apparently made the 
decision to wed one day after prominent Cal¬ 
ifornia Democrats began criticizing New¬ 
som’s February 12 directive that the city issue 
marriage licenses to same-sex couples. Since 
then, more than 3,300 same-sex couples have 
been married in City Hall. Migden, a Demo¬ 
crat, is a candidate for state Senate in Tues¬ 
day’s California primary. She is running to 
replace state Senator John Burton (D-San 
Francisco), who cannot run again because of 
term limits. 

Migden, a former San Francisco supervi¬ 
sor and assemblywoman, authored the state’s 
original domestic partner laws several years 
ago. 

Migden and Arguedas’s wedding was only 
the third one that was performed by New¬ 
som, the city’s new Democratic mayor. Ini¬ 
tially, reporters had been told the event would 
be open to the media, but the major’s staff 
asked reporters to leave during the actual cer¬ 
emony. Afterwards, at an unrelated news con¬ 
ference, the mayor told reporters that he 
closed the wedding to the press because he 
wanted to keep the focus on the couple. 

“I don’t want it to be about me,” he said. 

Migden was all smiles after the ceremony, 
as she and Arguedas faced a throng of re¬ 
porters. 

“This is deep and meaningful to us,” 
Migden said. “We’re very honored and grati¬ 
fied.” 

Migden also said that it’s time for other 
Democrats to support same-sex marriage. 
Specifically, she responded to U.S. Senator 
Barbara Boxer (D-California), who last 
Thursday called California’s existing law “fair 
and appropriate because it gives equal rights 
and responsibilities to all citizens.” 

“I think it’s time to get with the future,” 
Migden said. “The issue is upon us and is 
going to be talked about.” 

Migden also expressed frustration at nor-

T he fight over San Francisco’s issuing 
marriage licenses to same-sex couples 
is set to land before the state’s Supreme 
Court Friday, February 27 when Attor¬ 
ney General Bill Lock¬ 
yer asks California’s 
top court to rule on 
the matter. 

Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som instructed the 
counff clerk to begin 
issuing the licenses on 
February 12 and since 
then more than 3,300 
same-sex couples have 
wed. Lockyer intends 
to ask the court 
whether San Francisco 
city officials’ actions violate state law, which 
defines marriage as solely between a man 
and a woman. 

“The people of California who have en¬ 
acted laws that recognize marriage only be¬ 
tween a man and a woman, and the same- 
sex couples who were provided marriage li¬ 
censes in San Francisco deserve a speedy res¬ 
olution to the question of the legality of 
these licenses,” Lockyer said late Monday, 
February 23.

Frank opposes nuptials 


Out of town hate 


M embers of the Rev¬ 
erend Fred 
Phelps's Westboro 
Baptist Church in Topeka, 
Kansas bring their hate to 
San Francisco's Glide 
United Methodist Church 
Sunday, February 22 to 
mark the 10th anniversary 
of gay author and reporter 
Randy Shilts's death.

penly gay Congressman 
' < Barney Frank, in town last 
lyi week to raise funds for fel¬ 
low Congressman Tom Lantos 
(D-San Mateo), upset many in the 
gay community when he spoke 
out against Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som’s decision to grant marriage 
licenses to same-sex couples. 

“In San Francisco it is impor¬ 
tant symbolism but I don’t want us 
to not be realistic. Nobody thinks 
what they are seeing here is mar¬ 
riage. We are not seeing real mar¬ 
riage,” said Frank. “I don’t think 
most people in the country think 
San Francisco marriages are going 
to be upheld. We won the case in 
Massachusetts but we probably 
won’t win it in San Francisco. The 
courts in San Francisco are prob¬ 
ably likely to not validate them.” 

Frank, a Democrat who repre¬ 
sents Boston, repeatedly denied 
that his opposition to San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay marriages was due to 
the city upstaging the gay mar¬ 
riages expected to take place in 
Massachusetts in May. Instead, 
Frank said he did not agree with 
Newsom’s self-described “civil dis¬ 
obedience” against state laws that 
say marriage is between a man 
and a woman. 

“He is making a political state¬ 
ment. There are better, more fo¬ 
cused ways to make that,” Frank 
told reporters Thursday, February 
19 outside Yank Sing, a Financial 
District dim sum restaurant 
where local gay leaders hosted a 
fundraiser for Lantos, who is fac¬ 
ing a heated re-election campaign. 
“In Massachusetts it is very im¬ 
portant for us to follow the law.” 

Worried how the city’s moves 
would impact the fight over the 
Massachusetts marriages and ef¬ 
forts to have Congress pass a fed¬ 
eral constitutional amendment 
banning same-sex marriage, Frank 
said the public’s attention was 
being diverted and debate should 
be focused on the federal level. 

“We are probably going to have 
to vote on it in the Congress,” said 
Frank. 

One day prior to the event, 
Frank had told the San Jose Mer¬ 
cury News that the marriages tak¬ 
ing place in San Francisco could 
sway votes against marital rights 
for gay and lesbian couples. 

“If people believe that mar¬ 
riage in one state is going to have 
be to recognized in every state, we 
lose votes,” he told the paper. 

Thursday night Frank ex¬ 
pressed some disappointment 
with Newsom, whom he said 
called him on Tuesday, February 
10 to discuss the issue.

“On Tuesday he said he wasn’t 
going to do it,” said Frank. “He 
said he was asking the city’s 
lawyers for their opinion.” 

Two days later the city began 
handing out marriage licenses to 
gay and lesbian couples, further 
flaming the national debate and 
drawing international media at¬ 
tention to the issue. 

Last weekend a Boston Globe 
poll showed public opinion in 
Massachusetts turning against gay 
marriage, with 53 percent of voters 
opposed to same-sex marriage 
with 35 percent approving. An ear¬ 
lier poll showed that 48 percent 
supported legalizing gay marriages, 
while 43 percent were opposed. 

Disputing the notion that San 
Francisco’s actions were solely to 
blame for the turnaround, Frank in¬ 
stead said it was due to a combina¬ 
tion of recent developments on gay 
marriage across the country, from a 
New Mexico county clerk giving 
marriage licenses to same-sex cou¬ 
ples to positive remarks on gay mar¬ 
riage from mayors in Chicago and 
Plattsburgh, New York. 

“I think San Francisco and New 
Mexico, and a couple others, that 
adds to it. It adds to the sense things 
are chaotic and nobody knows 
where it is going,” Frank told the 
Bay Area Reporter in a phone inter¬ 
view Monday, February 23. 

Tuesday, President Bush for¬ 
mally announced his support of 
the Federal Marriage Amend¬ 
ment. At a press conference sever¬ 
al hours later, Newsom dismissed 
suggestions that Bush had been 
pushed into taking the stand be¬ 
cause of San Francisco marrying 
same-sex couples. Newsom aides 
circulated a list of stories pub¬ 
lished prior to February 12 saying 
Bush supported the FMA. 

“Before I was sworn into office 
this train had left the station,” said 
Newsom. “He needs to do this be¬ 
cause yesterday he announced his 
campaign for re-election.” 


Colin Gallagher, a gay Log Cabin 
member vying in the March 2 pri¬ 
mary to be the Republican candi¬ 
date against openly gay Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D- San Francis¬ 
co), disagreed with the mayor. He 
said Frank was right to fear that 
Newsom’s decision would tilt public 
opinion in favor of the constitu¬ 
tional marriage amendment. 

“It creates a lot of support for 
the FMA from moderate voters 
who otherwise don’t care about 
the issue,” said Gallagher. 

Leno, who introduced a bill to 
legalize gay marriage in California 
and is pushing a resolution to 
voice California’s opposition to 
the FMA, politely disagreed with 
Frank, saying “there is certainly 
room for more than one opinion 
on this. This has been a very valu¬ 
able experience for the entire 
country. 

“By putting a face on [gay mar¬ 
riage] it helps to change hearts 
and minds. That is why I applaud 
the mayor and the city,” added 
Leno, who escorted Frank to the 
fundraiser. 

Boston native Thom Lynch, 
the executive director of the LGBT 
Community Center, said he also 
disagreed with Frank’s position. 

“I think he is wrong on this. We 
should never be shying away from 
fighting for our civil rights,” said 
Lynch, who met Frank several 
years ago while lobbying for AIDS 
funding in D.C. “I don’t think this 
will have a negative effect on what 
is happening in Massachusetts, 
which is what 1 think his fear is. He 
fears it will fan the flames of fire 
for a constitutional amendment in 
Massachusetts.” 

In a letter he sent Frank, city 
resident Mark Dunlop told the 
congressman “he had missed the 
boat” with his statements. 

Dunlop, who said he has met 
Frank on a number of occasions, 
wrote that from Stonewall to Har¬ 
vey Milk and to the present with 
Newsom, the LGBT community 
has moved its fight for equality 
forward “only by crossing the lines 
set by homophobes and even 
some well-meaning supporters.” 

Dunlop likened Frank’s fears to 
his not coming out as openly gay. 
Just as his being outed did not end 
Frank’s political career, Dunlop 
argued his fears will once again be 
proved unfounded. 

“You yourself didn’t come out, 
you were outed in an attempt to 
discredit you. That obviously 
backfired and your fear of reveal¬ 
ing who you are was unfounded. 
Now you are again fearful of 
Mayor Newsom’s courageous ac¬ 
tions. History, your history, proves 
your fears have no merit,” wrote 
Dunlop. T 
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Mark Leno pushes 
anti-FMA resolution

penly gay state Assembly- 
. man Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) set up the first 
shot against a federal constitu¬ 
tional amendment banning same- 
sex marriage when he announced 
Wednesday, February 25 the in¬ 
troduction of a resolution that 
would make California the first 
state to oppose passage of the 
amendment. 

The resolution is jointly au¬ 
thored by the five members of 
California’s Legislative LGBT Cau¬ 
cus and was drafted by the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights. 
The Assembly Joint Resolution 
would “respectfully oppose any 
federal enactment designed to 
prohibit or restrict state legisla¬ 
tures or state courts from provid¬ 
ing rights and obligations under 
the law for same-sex couples and 
their families.” 

Surrounded by the other 
members of the LGBT caucus and 
several gay rights groups, Leno 
made the announcement at the 
state Capitol. If passed by a ma¬ 
jority vote in both houses of the 
Legislature, the resolution would 
be the first anti-FMA measure 
passed by a state. 

Lawmakers in two states, Vir¬ 
ginia and Oklahoma, have already 
passed resolutions supporting the 
FMA out of committee and are 
now before the full legislatures. A

group of Arizona Republicans is 
also pushing its state legislature to 
pass a pro-FMA resolution. Earli¬ 
er this month, U.S. Senator Zell 
Miller (D-Georgia) became the 
only Democratic senator to ex¬ 
press support of the FMA. 

Introduction of Leno’s anti- 
FMA resolution had been expect¬ 
ed in January, but concerns from 
national gay rights leaders that it 
would not pass apparently kept 
Leno from moving forward. In 
December, Leno had told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “Our first action 
upon reconvening the first week 
in January will be an introduction 
of a resolution that will put Cali¬ 
fornia on record opposing any 
federal effort to amend the U.S: 
Constitution in a discriminatory 
fashion.” 

When questioned last month 


as to why he had yet to move on 
the resolution, Leno said he had 
heard from Geoff Kors, executive 
director of Equality California, 
that lobbyists in Washington for 
national LGBT groups were not 
certain it would be beneficial. 

“I am completely prepared to 
go ahead but am wanting to build 
more consensus,” Leno said at the 
time. 

Kors told the B.A.R. the con¬ 
cern was if the resolution did not 
pass, what message that would 
send to lawmakers in other states. 

“Questions have come up such 
as ‘Are you confident it will pass?’ 
You don’t want to introduce 
something like that and have it 
fail,” said Kors. “As to whether a 
resolution should get introduced 
in California, the discussion has 
been purely on a strategy level. 
How does this impact the effort 
on a national basis?” 

Jeff Bissiri, chair of the Califor¬ 
nia Log Cabin Club, said he be¬ 
lieves the resolution has more 
chance of passage this year than 
Leno’s pro-gay marriage bill. The 
group of gay Republicans is 
against the FMA. 

“I wonder, from a strategy 
point, if Leno’s bill is the right 
thing to do at this point in time. I 
would be surprised if it came out 
of committee given the political 
climate,” said Bissiri. “I would 
rather see the resolution put for¬ 
ward.

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Pastor under fire over 
same-sex marriages

Jj| complaint has been filed 
Vagainst a local minister for 
m 1 performing same-sex mar¬ 
riages in San Francisco. The Rev¬ 
erend Dr. Karen Oliveto of 
Bethany United Methodist 
Church was informed on Thurs¬ 
day, February 19 that a complaint 
had been filed against her for “dis¬ 
obedience to the order and disci¬ 
pline” of the church, stemming 
from her recent performance of 
marriages for same-sex couples. 

Oliveto was the first United 
Methodist minister in San Fran¬ 
cisco to conduct legal same-sex 
marriages after Mayor Gavin 
Newsom instructed the city clerk 
to begin issuing licenses to same- 
sex couples two weeks ago. She 
performed her first ceremony at 
City Hall on February 12 for 
Michael Eaton, a member of 
Bethany’s bell choir, and his part¬ 
ner Sean Higgins. 

“I have presided over countless 
[same-sex] holy unions, and have 
treated them with the same 
solemnity and respect that I 
would any straight wedding,” 
Oliveto wrote in an e-mail mes¬ 
sage to her congregation later the 
same day. “But to be able to say the 
words, ‘You are now legally wed’ 
was a powerful thing!” 

The following Sunday, Oliveto 
married Dan Johnson and Bill

Hinson during a regular worship 
service - the first same-sex mar¬ 
riage conducted in a Methodist 
sanctuary. Johnson and Hinson 
said they could have been married 
at City Hall like so many others, 
but wanted a church wedding. 

While the Methodist denomi¬ 
nation officially prohibits same- 
sex holy unions, it does not have 
an explicit policy against actual 
same-sex marriages. “I am not 
doing what is interpreted as a holy 
union. I am doing a legal gay mar¬ 
riage,” Oliveto emphasized. 

According to an official United 
Methodist position statement, peo¬ 
ple of all sexual orientations are 
welcome in the church and entitled 


to equal rights and civil liberties, 
but the church “do[es] not con¬ 
done the practice of homosexuali¬ 
ty and considers] this practice in¬ 
compatible with Christian teach¬ 
ing.” The church also defines mar¬ 
riage as the union of a man and a 
woman. Official statements may be 
amended by the General Confer¬ 
ence of the United Methodist 
Church, which convenes every four 
years; the next meeting will be in 
April in Pittsburgh. 

Bethany is a “reconciling con¬ 
gregation,” meaning it embraces 
LGBT members; it was the fourth 
United Methodist parish to adopt 
that designation 20 years ago. The 
170-member congregation is 
about half gay and half straight, 
said lay leader Jeff Friant. 

Bishop Beverly Shamana, who 
presides over the California-Neva- 
da United Methodist Conference, 
was on leave last week, but issued 
a statement on February 18 con¬ 
cerning the recent events. 

“At this time in the life of our 
denomination as people of faith 
we are not of one mind on issues 
related to gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgendered persons,” the 
statement read in part. “Regarding 
Rev. Karen Oliveto’s actions, there 
are clear processes in the Book of 
Discipline, which provide for ways 
that matters of this kind can be 
addressed and reviewed.”

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Crowd celebrates same-sex marriages

ore than 2,000 jubilant 
supporters gathered at the 
Hyatt Embarcadero on 
Sunday, February 22, to celebrate 
the weddings of lesbian pioneers 
Phyllis Lyon and Del Martin and 
the many other same-sex couples 
who have been joined since the 
city began issuing marriage li¬ 
censes following a directive by San 
Francisco Mayor Gavin Newsom. 

Molly McKay of Marriage 
Equality California called the 
events of the past several days - 
during which some 3,200 same- 
sex couples were married - “a love 
revolution” 

“Seeing a glaring injustice, 
Mayor Newsom wielded a mighty 
hammer, and the wall between 
‘we’ and ‘they’ came crashing 
down,” she said. “It’s the Stonewall 
of the new millennium.” 

Assessor-recorder Mabel Teng, 
whose office oversees the county 
clerk’s office that is in charge of is¬ 
suing marriage licenses, was greet¬ 
ed with enthusiastic chants. 
“George Moscone and Harvey 
Milk must be very proud,” she said. 

But the greatest outpouring of 
applause was reserved for Lyon 
and Martin, the first couple to be 
married after Newsom directed 
city officials to issue licenses to 
same-sex partners on February 12. 

“It doesn’t seem that different 
being married, since we’ve been 
together 51 years,” Lyon told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We’re very 
honored we were chosen to be the 
first.” 


Over the course of the after¬ 
noon, the Reverend Penny Nixon 
of Metropolitan Community 
Church blessed the newlywed cou¬ 
ples, Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) offered a tradition¬ 
al Jewish blessing, champagne 
glasses were hoisted, couples 
danced to the strains of “Going to 
the Chapel,” and the guests of 
honor fed each other pieces of 
wedding cake. As afternoon turned 
to evening, would-be revelers were 
still lined up outside waiting to 
enter the hotel ballroom. 

Though hastily arranged by 
Bay Area Community of Women, 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, Equality California, the 
LGBT Community Center, and 
several other groups, the massive 
party featured a full lineup of en¬ 
tertainment, including the Glide 
Memorial Choir, the Montclair 
Women’s Big Band, and the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus. Par- 
tygoers donated food and cham-

the first major civil rights struggle 
of the 21st century,” she said. 
“Constitutional amendments 
have traditionally been reserved 
for bestowing additional rights 
upon American citizens, not tak¬ 
ing rights away. 

“Over the past week and a half, 
we’ve seen thousands of lesbian 
and gay couples in long-lasting, 
stable, supportive relationships af¬ 
firm their commitment to one an¬ 
other. These vows are good for 
our community because they en¬ 
courage stability and commit¬ 
ment in the community.” ▼ 
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P resident Bush’s announcement Tues¬ 
day that he supports amending the 
U.S. Constitution to ban same-sex 
marriage was not a surprise to the vast ma¬ 
jority of LGBT Americans. We’ve been hear¬ 
ing for weeks that he would back such an 
amendment, and with the announcement, 
the president has placed himself squarely in 
the midst of the culture wars. Gay and les¬ 
bian Americans are under attack; but it’s 
also important to note that democracy itself 
is under siege: never before has a president 
(or those in Congress sponsoring any one of 
several amendment proposals) seen fit to 
actually write discrimination into the Con¬ 
stitution. 

It’s a dubious distinction and one that 
cannot be allowed to succeed. 

Bush singled out same-sex marriages 
now taking place in San Francisco, as well as 
the court and legislative battles in Massa¬ 
chusetts. But, as San Francisco Mayor Gavin 
Newsom astutely noted in a television ap¬ 
pearance on ABC’s Nightline Tuesday night, 
“That train had already left the station.” 
Bush has been hinting about his support for 
an amendment for months, and famously 
used his State of the Union address to high¬ 
light his view that marriage should be com¬ 
prised of one man and one woman. New¬ 
som’s directive on February 12 for San Fran¬ 
cisco to begin issuing marriage licenses to 
gay and lesbian couples was his response to 
Bush’s speech - he was repulsed by the no¬ 
tion of discriminating against a class of peo¬ 
ple. 

It’s clear to us -and must be clarified for 
the rest of the country - that civil same-sex 
marriages are not a threat to heterosexual 
unions. That tired argument is the one used 
most frequently by social conservatives and 
we must join together to denounce it. It’s an 
absurd argument that fails even cursory ex¬ 
amination. As an example, following one of 
the court hearings in San Francisco when an 
injunction to halt the marriages was denied, 
we asked Alliance Defense Fund attorney 
Robert Tyler - who said he is married - how 
same-sex marriage threatens his own mar¬ 
riage. He could not answer that question. 
And he could not answer the question be¬ 
cause there is no logical answer. 

Marriage is a civilly recognized contract 
between two people that confers basic 
rights, protections, and responsibilities; it is 
not an exclusively religious institution, as 
marriage licenses are issued by counties not 
churches. California law allows for clergy as 


well as non-clergy to perform ceremonies. 
While the Knight initiative does recognize 
marriage in California as being between a 
man and a woman, the city is challenging 
the equal protection provisions of the state 
Constitution to argue that the state should 
not discriminate on the basis of gen¬ 
der. Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) has also intro¬ 
duced legislation that would pro- , 
hibit the denial of marriage li¬ 
censes by the state of California to 
gay and lesbian couples. 

Bush wants to use the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion - the foundation of our govern¬ 
ment - to codify blatant dis¬ 
crimination. It’s painful, it’s 
wrong, and it’s definitely not 
“compassionate,” to borrow 
one of the president’s favorite self-descrip¬ 
tions from his 2000 campaign. 

Bush’s motivation in formally backing 
such an amendment is obvious. He wants to 
divert attention away from his bungled war 
in Iraq. He wants to distract the country 
from the obviously faulty intelligence re¬ 
garding Iraq’s weapons of mass destruction 
- or the lack thereof. And he wants blue-col¬ 
lar Americans and the so-called NASCAR 
dads to forget about the 2.5 million jobs that 
have been lost on his watch, not to mention 


the outsourcing abroad of thousands of 
white collar jobs by some American compa¬ 
nies (and one of his economic advisers call¬ 
ing that a good'thing for the country). At its 
most basic level, Bush’s support for a con¬ 
stitutional amendment banning gay mar¬ 
riage is election-year politics at its worst. It’s 
also a slap in the face to those who sup¬ 
port states’ rights (a favorite Republi¬ 
can principle, by the way), and it’s 
once again inserting the federal gov¬ 
ernment into America’s bedrooms. 

Some political observers have 
noted that the whole marriage 
amendment issue could backfire on 
Bush and the Republican Party. 
With his announcement this 
week, Bush revealed that he’s 
intolerant of a whole class of 
people and many moderate voters may very 
well be put off by his stance, much in the 
way that the GOP was viewed as hostile and 
intolerant after Pat Buchanan’s speech at the 
1992 Republican National Convention. Pic¬ 
tures showing ordinary couples overjoyed at 
getting married in San Francisco have 
shown the country that there’s much more 
to the gay community than Pride Parades. 

But at the end of the day, it’s clear to us 
that the era of complacency is over: we must 
fight a constitutional amendment. T 




Nader’s nadir

T ina Fey, on Saturday Night Live’s 
“Weekend Update,” February 22, 
spoke for many people across the 
country by giving advice to Ralph Nader 
about his pondering another run for presi¬ 
dent in 2004. It was a funny, desperately 
needed bit of truth. “Stay home, nerd,” she 
said, “you’re the reason we’re in this K-hole 
to begin with.” 

For those not in the know, a “K-hole” is 
what happens when someone has a bad re¬ 
action to the street drug ketamine. From 
various imbalances, the person experiences 
extreme vertigo - what seems to be an un¬ 
ending drop down a bottomless, claustro¬ 
phobic hole. That is a keen analogy to the 
Bush years. 

Mr. Bush’s political advisers are already 
plotting propaganda to make Senator John 
Kerry, a decorated Vietnam War veteran 
who has served 18 years on the Senate For¬ 
eign Relations Committee, look like an out- 
of-touch, radical hippie. Senator Kerry need 
only reply that he, unlike Mr. Bush, earned 
his opinions about the Vietnam War. Sena¬ 
tor Kerry has done a lot more earning than 
Bush on a lot of scores, and has a lot more 
hope of unseating Bush than Nader. 

Yet Ralph Nader announced on Febru¬ 
ary 23 that he had decided to run for presi¬ 
dent as an independent candidate. People 
who had voted for Nader in 2000 gathered 
outside his event to protest his decision. As 


a former lifelong Democrat who has be¬ 
come a registered Green, I was disgusted 
with Nader’s self-absorbed lack of vision. 
Were it not for the votes Nader siphoned in 
key areas, the question of whether A1 Gore 
won the Electoral College in 2000 never 
would have arisen. 

The Green Party has valid reasons for 
arguing that the “two-party system” is a 
dying, decaying dinosaur. Greens reason¬ 
ably want to run viable candidates 
against slates who have no apprecia¬ 
ble differences in policy. The De¬ 
mocratic Party also has a penchant 
for creating situations in which 
voters have to hold their noses to 
vote Democratic, and only do be¬ 
cause the Republican is so much 
scarier. 

This time, as an inde¬ 
pendent, Nader’s aides say 
he is running to bring 
new things into the Democrats’ debate. If 
Democrats want that, they should vote in 
the remaining primaries for Senator John 
Edwards, the candidate most appealing to 
Greens and other independents, as well as 
to what Howard Dean called “the Democ¬ 
ratic wing of the Democratic Party.” If 
members of other parties want new things - 
especially Greens - they should write checks 
or do campaign work for Edwards, and tell 
Nader to go home. 

Part of the problem in American elec¬ 
tions is that the two major parties worked 
for many years to solidify their power grip. 


This hurts everyone trying to build coali¬ 
tions and policy majorities. 

The disastrous presidency of George W. 
Bush has presented us with incoherent and 
dangerous economic policies, his humanly 
and financially expensive and unexplained 
war, the nascent fascism of his Justice De¬ 
partment under the Patriot Act, and some 
radically right-wing social policies. We have 
gone from running a federal budget sur¬ 
plus, having the ability to pay down the na¬ 
tional debt, rescue the Social Security trust 
fund, and move our way toward universal 
health insurance, to again run¬ 
ning historical record deficits as 
far as the eye could see. States are 
in record financial trouble. 
Young women and men in uni¬ 
form are having their 
jobs, salaries, and benefits 
threatened, even as their 
comrades die in an occu¬ 
pied country which faces a likely choice be¬ 
tween civil war and the election of a mili¬ 
tant-fundamentalist Islamic regime. 

The stakes in 2004 could mean continu¬ 
ing the debacle of the Bush years. The solu¬ 
tion is not to run a candidate likely to divide 
progressive and independent voters. The so¬ 
lution is a united front. ▼

Marriage should be rational 

This whole week, I have felt a lot of pressure to “get 
married” to my boyfriend of six years and “legitimize” 
our relationship. This is primarily because I feel that 
the thousands who could afford to wait in line and 
pay $ 104 are “more equal,” “PC,” or more proper than 
the minority who aren’t hitched. 

Getting married should be a rational process, too. 
To me, the license I would receive from San Francisco 
will be an expensive souvenir, reserved for richer peo¬ 
ple. While California law might support equal protec¬ 
tion in general, Proposition 22 clearly does not, and 
some official action at the state level has to overrule that 
to make it real. I need to know my license will be hon¬ 
ored by other legal authorities before I call myself “mar¬ 
ried” in formal situations.

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‘Super Tuesday’ to 
decide Dem nominee

A fter more than a year of 
campaigning by a field that 
once included 10 candi¬ 
dates, the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination has nar¬ 
rowed down to two major candi¬ 
dates - Senator John Kerry 
(Massachusetts) and Senator 
John Edwards (North Carolina) 
- and the “Super Tuesday” pri¬ 
maries and caucuses being held in 
10 states on March 2 should pret¬ 
ty well decide who gets to take on 
George W. Bush, the Republican 
who was appointed president by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, in this 
year’s November general elec¬ 
tion. 

Although Kerry is the 
acknowledged front-run¬ 
ner and right now has to 
be considered the likely 
eventual Democratic 
nominee, the strong 
showing by Edwards 
in the Wiscon¬ 
sin primary 
has managed 
to keep him 
very much in the running, at least 
until after next week’s all-impor¬ 
tant Super Tuesday contests. A 
total of 1,151 delegates will be 
chosen Tuesday from states in¬ 
cluding New York, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, Maryland, and a whopping 
370 of those delegates will come 
from California. Most recent polls 
show Kerry with a lead in both 
California and New York and he is 
also expected to win handily in his 
home state of Massachusetts. He 
is reportedly ahead in Ohio. 

The bounty of 370 California 
delegates that will be awarded 
make this a state that neither 
Kerry nor Edwards can ignore; the 
same can be said for New York, 
which has 236 delegates at stake. 
Both candidates will be appearing 
at several stops in California be¬ 
tween now and Tuesday. 

Kerry has won 18 of 20 pri¬ 
maries and caucuses and is also 
expected to do very well on Tues¬ 
day. Edwards is still very much in 
the contest despite being well be¬ 
hind Kerry, and Tuesday’s Califor¬ 
nia primary means that state vot¬ 
ers will get a taste of the power 
that it and other populous states 
like New York deserve.

Campaigning in California: 
Spokespersons for both Senators 
John Kerry and John Edwards are 
claiming that their candidates are 
not trying to avoid the controver¬ 
sy generated by San Francisco’s is¬ 
suance of marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples, and both cam¬ 
paigns say their candidates will be 
in the state before Tuesday. In¬ 
deed, U.S. Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein, state Treasurer Phil An- 
gelides, Assemblyman Mark 
Leno, City Attorney Dennis Her¬ 
rera, and city Treasurer Susan 
Leal are among top Democrats 
hosting a VIP fundraiser/recep¬ 
tion for Kerry this Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 27 at the Mark Hopkins Hotel 
($1,000 donation asked for the 
VIP reception shortly before 5 
p.m.; $250 donation asked for the 
general reception from 5-7 p.m.; 
415-355-1474 for info). Following 
the fundraiser, there’s a public 
rally for Kerry at the Teamster’s 
Hall at 7 p.m., 70 Hegenberger 
Road, in Oakland, near the air¬ 
port.

Marriages continue 

The battle over San Francisco’s 
gay marriages continued this week. 
As we went to press, the Alliance 
Defense Fund turning to the Cali¬ 
fornia Supreme Court Wednesday, 
February 25 in an effort to block 
the city from issuing any more 
marriage licenses. The case before 
the high court seeks a court order 
stopping any more marriages, and 
also moves to nullify those that 
have already taken place. 

Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
had already planned to go to the 
state’s high court this Friday. 
Meanwhile, some conservatives 
who were behind last year’s guber¬ 
natorial recall effort said Tuesday 
that they were starting a petition 
drive to recall Lockyer. The attor¬ 
ney general dismissed the move as 
a “publicity stunt,” in advance of 
Tuesday’s California primary elec¬ 
tion in a New York Times article. 

In a related development, 
Mathew Staver with the Liberty 
Council said that San Francisco 
Mayor Gavin Newsom should be 
arrested. Lockyer dismissed that as 
well. “We don’t need to arrest 
mayors,” Lockyer told the Times. 

To date, more than 3,300 
same-sex licenses have been is¬ 
sued. 

Despite the controversy, Mayor 
Newsom is unwavering in his sup¬ 
port of ga marriage. He told Wolf 
Blitzer on CNN’s Late Edition 
Sunday that “I believe very strong¬ 
ly and passionately that we are on 
the right moral ground; I simply 
do not believe in discrimination 
against anyone and if that means 
my career falls on that belief, then 


so be it.” 

As for the comments of George 
W. Bush last week on his “being 
troubled by what is happening in 
San Francisco,” Newsom told 
CNN that “Bush is using this as a 
wedge issue to divide people, a 
move to advance a political issue 
to help get re-elected.” Well said, 
Mr. Mayor. Newsom also extend¬ 
ed an invitation to critics like 
Bush and Schwarzenegger to 
“come and meet two women (Del 
Martin and Phyllis Lyon) who 
have been in a committed rela¬ 
tionship for 51 years and tell me 
that is not about love.” 

Meanwhile, it really is good to 
know that the next generation of 
young California leaders seem 
poised to take up the fight for gay 
rights as well. Incredibly, when 
young high school students from 
across California gathered recent¬ 
ly in Sacramento for the YMCA’s 
Youth and Government Model 
Legislature, the very first bill they 
passed was none other than a pro¬ 
posal to allow same-sex marriages. 
A touched and very heartened As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno congratu¬ 
lated the youth governor, Kyle 
Smith, and the bill sponsor, Katie 
Fleming, during a mock legisla¬ 
tive meeting in Governor 
Schwarzenegger’s office and urged 
them to personally lobby the real 
governor to pass Leno’s Marriage 
License Non-Discrimination Act 
(AB1967). Leno then accompa¬ 
nied the young students to a rally 
for Marriage Equality on the West 
Steps of the Capitol, where Flem¬ 
ing addressed the crowd on the 
importance of fighting for social 
justice (from the mouths of the 
young to the ears of the governor, 
indeed). 

Election news 

Word comes from Massachu¬ 
setts that if Senator John Kerry 
wins the Democratic presidential 
nomination and goes on to oust 
Bush in November, state legisla¬ 
tors there are trying to change the 
law, preventing Republican Gov¬ 
ernor Mitt Romney from nam¬ 
ing anyone to fill Kerry’s U.S. Sen¬ 
ate seat. Lawmakers are proposing 
legislation that would leave 
Kerry’s seat vacant until a special 
election could be held to fill it, and 
reliable word has it that Represen¬ 
tative Barney Frank, an openly 
gay House member, is already 
considered the leading Democrat 
for that possible vacancy, which 
would make Frank the first open¬ 
ly gay member of the U.S. Senate. 

If I were a Republican voting 
March 2 in the 13th Assembly 
District, I’d certainly vote to keep 
respected gay civil rights activist 
Christopher Bowman on the 
GOP County Central Committee; 
he’s one of the best. 

The San Francisco chapter of 
the Log Cabin Club issued its en¬ 
dorsements for the March 2 pri¬ 
mary and urge GOP voters to 
choose Colin Gallagher for the 
13th Assembly District seat, Gal¬ 
lagher is a former Log Cabin San 
Francisco president. 

Tuesday is a very important 
primary election day in Califor¬ 
nia. I strongly urge Assembly Dis¬ 
trict 13 Democrats to cast a vote 
for Democratic County Central 
Committee candidates David 
Serrano Sewell, Roger Gordon, 
David Campos, Scott Wiener, 
and Leslie Katz.

Who was Langston Hughes?

February 1902 (102 years ago 
this month): Poet Langston Hugh¬ 
es is born in Joplin, Missouri 

A cknowledged as one of the 
all-time great American 
poets, Langston Hughes 
was a central figure in the 
Harlem Renaissance, a 
flourishing of African 
American arts and culture 
in the 1920s. While many 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
people were prominent in that 
movement, Hughes’s sexual¬ 
ity remains shrouded 
in mystery. 

James Mercer 
Langston Hughes was 
born in 1902 in Joplin, Missouri. 
His parents divorced when he was 
young; his father left for Mexico, 
while his mother moved around 
seeking work. Hughes spent much 
of his youth in Lawrence, Kansas, 
with his grandmother - whose 
first husband had participated in 
abolitionist John Brown’s raid of 
the federal arsenal at Harper’s 



Ferry in 1859 - before moving 
with his mother to Illinois and 
later Ohio. 

Soon after Hughes graduated 
from high school, his first pub¬ 
lished poem, “The Negro Speaks 
of Rivers,” appeared in Crisis , the 
NAACP magazine edited by 
W.E.B. Dubois. With money from 
his father, Hughes entered Co¬ 
lumbia University in 1921 to 
study engineering, but he 
left after a year and im¬ 
mersed himself in the bur¬ 
geoning scene in Harlem. 
He supported himself 
with odd jobs and traveled 
widely abroad, working as a 
steward on a 
freighter. 

During his years 
in Harlem, Hughes 
was friends with many homosex¬ 
ual or bisexual men, including his 
mentor, Howard University pro¬ 
fessor Alain Locke, and Locke’s 
other proteges, fellow poets Coun- 
tee Cullen, Wallace Thurman, and 
Richard Bruce Nugent. Locke was 
known both for helping link 
young black artists with wealthy 
white patrons, and for aggressive- 
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Langston Hughes 


ly pursuing those he favored. For a 
time, Locke’s circle lived together 
in a rooming house dubbed “Nig- 
gerati Manor,” which developed a 
reputation for its wild parties. 
Hughes also maintained a long¬ 
term friendship with Carl Van 
Vechten, an openly homosexual 
white writer and devotee of Negro 
culture some 20 years his senior. 

While working as a busboy at a 
Washington, D.C., hotel in 1925, 
Hughes slipped three of his poems 
to a customer - well-known white 
poet Vachel Lindsay - who went 
on to promote Hughes’s work and 
introduce him to publishers. 
Later, Hughes would benefit from 
the patronage of Charlotte 
Mason, a wealthy, older white 
woman. But after the publication 
of his first novel in 1930, he re¬ 
belled against her control and 
thereafter supported himself as a 
writer. 

In addition to poetry and fic¬ 
tion, Hughes also wrote political 
essays, historical works, children’s 
books, stage plays, and even an 
opera. His work utilized elements 
of African American folk tales and 
musical styles such as jazz and the 
blues, portraying the experiences 
and struggles of blacks in America 
and their quest for racial justice. 
But some African American crit¬ 
ics decried Hughes’s use of black 
dialect and his focus on “low- 
down folks,” considering them to 
be caricatures. 

Like many of his contempo¬ 
raries, Hughes adopted radical 
politics in the 1930s. He support¬ 
ed the labor movement, praised 
the Soviet Union (where he lived 
for a year), covered the Spanish 
Civil War as a journalist, and 
wrote for several left-wing publi¬ 
cations. In 1953, toward the end of 
the McCarthy era, he was subpoe¬ 
naed to testify before the Senate 
Subcommittee on Investigations, 
where Roy Cohn (later revealed to 
be a closeted homosexual) de¬ 
manded that Hughes defend past 
works such as “Ballads of Lenin” 
and “Goodbye Christ.” 

After maintaining that he had 
never formally joined the Com¬ 
munist Party and insisting that his 
views had changed, Hughes was 
cleared by the Senate committee 
and his career survived, although 
some radicals felt he had sold out. 
But his work never lost its edge. 
“What happens to a dream de¬ 
ferred?” Hughes asked in a 1951 
collection. “Does it dry up like a 
raisin in the sun...Or does it ex¬ 
plode?” The Panther and the Lash , 
a book of poems published after 
Hughes’s death following prostate 
surgery in 1967, reflected the mil¬ 
itancy of the era’s emerging Black 
Power movement. 

Although open about his poli¬ 
tics, Hughes was always circum¬ 
spect about his private life. While 
Hughes and Van Vechten corre-

jf% itting on a political party’s 
; 1 1 central committee may not 
^m- be the most well-known of¬ 
fice one can hold, but it is certain¬ 
ly one of the most influential. 

As the bodies that set the tone 
for and endorse the candidates of 
the local party, central committees 
consist of elected officials as well 
as those who are elected citywide 
to serve on them. 

In the March primary, numer¬ 
ous openly LGBT candidates are 
running to serve on the Democra¬ 
tic County Central Committee. 
LGBT people are also running for 
seats on the central committees of 
the Republican and Green parties. 

Below are the profiles of those 
who responded to the Bay Area 
Reporter’s request for information. 

DCCC 12th A.D. 

Connie O’Connor 

Up for re-election in the 12th 
Assembly District, O’Connor said 
she is running for DCCC to con¬ 
tinue to be a part of the decision 
making process, and to “help re¬ 
build the Democratic Party in San 
Francisco.” 

O’Connor is a captain in the 
San Francisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, and is a past co-chair of the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic 
Club, positions that have required 
the ability to build coalitions and 
promote diversity. 

A long-term incumbent and 
current vice chair of the DCCC, 
O’Connor wants to focus on voter 
turnout and promoting Democ¬ 
rats and political activists. She also 
believes experience and visibility 
are important, and she wants “to 
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see the LGBT community contin¬ 
ue to have an elected voice in the 
12th District.” 

DCCC 13th A.D. 

Bill Barnes 

As an openly gay, HIV-positive, 
African American on the DCCC, 
Barnes gives voice to a variety of 
communities, and is seeking re- 
election in order to “elect a De¬ 
mocratic president, send Carole 
Migden to the state Senate, and 
fight for lesbian and gay equality 
within the Democratic Party.” 

Barnes currently serves as a 
legislative aide to Supervisor Chris 
Daly, and he is often seen 
throughout the community artic¬ 
ulating and soliciting ideas on im¬ 
portant issues related to civil 
rights, healthcare, housing, and 
economic development. 

A current member of DCCC, 
he wants to remain on the com¬ 
mittee in part, he said, “to ensure 
that our community remains well 
represented in local party poli¬ 
tics.” 

Kirsten Boyd 

This seemingly tireless lesbian 
activist and community advocate 
has spent the past four years 
working for former Assembly¬ 
woman and current Board of 
Equalization Chair Carole 
Migden. 

She is on the board of directors 
for the San Francisco LGBT Pride 
Celebration Committee; is a for¬ 
mer member of the LGBT Adviso¬ 
ry Committee to the Human 
Rights Commission; has served as 
PAC co-chair of the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club; and has 
been involved in several commu¬ 
nity organizations such as the 
Women’s Cancer Resource Center 
and Under One Roof. 

She is running for DCCC, she 
said, “to pull the Democratic Party 
to the left, where it belongs.”

David Campos 

Campos is a deputy city attor¬ 
ney, and as such, may very well 
find himself involved in defending 
San Francisco’s recent decision to 
offer same-sex marriage licenses, 
working from an office “that is be- 
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hind that decision 100 percent.” 

Until then, he is seeking a seat 
on the DCCC as a lawyer with ex¬ 
tensive community-based experi¬ 
ence, including serving as co-chair 
of Bay Area Lawyers for Individ¬ 
ual Freedom, the largest LGBT at¬ 
torneys association in the country. 
Campos has served as legal coun¬ 
sel to the San Francisco Board of 
Education, and currently handles 
the city’s lawsuit against PG&E. 

Campos is running in part, he 
said, “to make sure that the DCCC 
remains responsive to issues af¬ 
fecting the LGBT community.” 

James Cassiol 

Cassiol has a recent history of 
working on successful political 
campaigns, including Proposition 
N or Care Not Cash, and New¬ 
som’s mayoral election. 

Employed in the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice of Neighborhood Services, he 
is also a member of the Eureka 
Valley Promotion Association; 
Castro Area Planning and Action; 
Plan C; Tenants for Home Own¬ 
ership; Small Property Owners of 
San Francisco; the Alice Club; and 
the Mexican American Political 
Association. 

He is running for DCCC, “to 
put the ‘D’ back in the DCCC,” he 
said. “With the Green Party gain¬ 
ing momentum, the Republicans 
in Sacramento and George W. 
Bush in the White House, it’s time 
to strengthen the Democratic 
Party which has a long history of 
supporting so many of our com¬ 
mon goals and ideals. They say 
things start here in San Francisco, 
then spread through the rest of 
the United States.” 

Ryan Clary 

A longtime HIV/AIDS advo¬ 
cate and former officer of the Milk 
Club, Clary is a co-founder of the 
“Save ADAP” coalition, and has 
organized around a variety of 
LGBT civil rights campaigns, in¬ 
cluding the city’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance and the suc¬ 
cessful protests against Laura Sch- 
lessinger’s failed television show. 

Emphasizing his ability to 
work with all sectors of the party, 
Clary said he is running as a 
“proven community organizer 
who can re-focus the local Demo¬ 
cratic Party’s attention on coordi¬ 
nating a massive voter registration 
and GOTV campaign to take back 
the White House, stop Governor 
Schwarzenegger’s AIDS cuts, and 
fight the religious right.” 

Gilbert Criswell 

A 15-year member of the Milk 
Club, and former LGBT freelance 
writer and television program vol¬ 
unteer, Criswell is running for the 


DCCC as an HIV-positive candi¬ 
date in favor of gay marriage as 
well as lifting the ban on bath¬ 
houses in San Francisco. 

Most of all, Criswell is running 
as a passionate party loyalist, who 
believes that “throughout our his¬ 
tory the Democratic Party has 
fought hard to improve the lives of 
all Americans ... improving wages 
and working conditions, and ad¬ 
vancing justice and equality.” 

A District 6 resident, Criswell 
says he brings issues of diversity to 
the Democratic Party and that he 
will “continue San Francisco’s 
legacy of advancing strong demo¬ 
cratic values.” 

Catherine Dodd 

As a health policy expert and 
advocate, Dodd served in the 
Clinton administration as the re¬ 
gional director for the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and Human 
Services, and is currently a doc¬ 
toral student at UCSF studying 
hospice policy. She works as U.S. 
Representative Nancy Pelosi’s (D- 
San Francisco) district director. 

An active Democrat, civil 
rights, and healthcare advocate for 
over 20 years, she was a founder of 
the Nurses Coalition on AIDS at 
the beginning of the epidemic, 
which influenced state and na¬ 
tional HIV/AIDS policy decisions. 

Dodd is running for DCCC 
because she believes “the fight is in 
Sacramento and Washington DC 
now, the votes are too close, and 
every vote counts.” 

Michael Goldstein 

As current president of the 
Milk Club, Goldstein represents 
more left-leaning Democratic val¬ 
ues, yet emphasizes working with 
the system in order to change the 
party and the future of politics. 

“As a member of the DCCC, I 
will support marriage equality, 
work to keep district elections in¬ 
tact, and strive to strengthen the 
Democratic Party from within 
through actual reform,” he said. 

Goldstein is a longtime com¬ 
munity activist, and a former 
client advocate at AIDS Legal Re¬ 
ferral Panel and benefits counselor 
at Positive Resource Center. 

Robert Haaland 

Former Milk Club president 
and a well-known housing and 
labor organizer, Haaland is up for 
re-election to the DCCC. His 
original victory made him the 
city’s first transgender elected of¬ 
ficial. 

Haaland has helped to spear¬ 
head several local lefty campaigns, 
including the write-in campaign 
for mayoral candidate Tom Am-

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Drag king assault suspect pleads guilty

fter 18 months of reliving 
> their trauma and appearing 
in court to insist that hate 
crime charges stick against the de¬ 
fendant, victims of the brutal 
beating that took place at the 2002 
San Francisco Drag King contest 
finally have some closure. 

Jack Broughton of Walnut 
Creek pleaded guilty to all counts 
against him - including inflicting 
great bodily injury and a felony 
hate crime charge - in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court on Wednes- • 
day, February 18. The dramatic 
turn of events came after months 
of legal wrangling over the hate 
crime charge and just days after a 
jury had already been selected for 
his trial. 


According to witnesses of the 
attack, Broughton brutally beat 
victim Yvette Balderas and as¬ 
saulted her friend Mariah Sparks 
outside the drag king show at the 
Studio Z nightclub in the South of 
Market District in August 2002 
while uttering homophobic re¬ 
marks. He then proceeded to walk 
to the Eagle bar and allegedly ver¬ 
bally assaulted the patrons there. 

The victims, as well as Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, 
credited the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice for remaining vigilant about 
following through on the case and 
refusing to accept plea bargains 
that did not include the hate 
crime charge. 

Also important, they said, was 
the continuous show of commu¬ 
nity support; hearing after hear¬ 
ing, dozens of LGBT people and 


allies sat in the courtroom - all 
wearing red - to show the judges 
and the defense that the commu¬ 
nity was invested in the case. 

Last week, Superior Court 
Judge Kay Tsenin agreed to accept 
Broughton’s guilty plea. Sentenc¬ 
ing is scheduled for Tuesday, April 
6, at 9 a.m. in Department 26 at 
the Hall of Justice, at which time 
victim impact statements likely 
will be read. 

CUAV is encouraging individ¬ 
uals, community groups, and so¬ 
cial justice organizations to make 
an appearance for the sentencing 
hearing and to wear red in soli¬ 
darity with the victims. 
Broughton faces up to 10 years in 
prison, although his attorney has 
requested a sentence of one year, 
which could be served as home 
detention. 
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“My family and I are relieved 
not to have to relive the trauma 
through testifying. We are also ex¬ 
tremely satisfied with the fact that 
he has admitted to the hateful mo¬ 
tivation behind his actions,” said a 
statement from Prado Gomez, the 
partner of Sparks. “The final deci¬ 
sion rests with the judge. We may 
have an opportunity to express the 
hurt caused by this incident at the 
sentencing hearing. So, we are ask¬ 
ing folks to attend court one last 
time to participate in the closure 
of this process.” 


Broughton also will be re¬ 
quired to pay restitution to the 
victims, to a state victim fund, and 
to a community-based agency 
that focuses on preventing hate 
crimes. He will be mandated to 
complete an anger management 
counseling program in Contra 
Costa County, according to CUAV, 
and he has restraining orders pro¬ 
hibiting him from being within 
100 yards of the survivors, Studio 
Z, and the Eagle. Broughton still 
faces a civil suit brought by the 
survivors in the case. ▼

And he 
would like to find a common 
ground with regard to tenants 
rights and property owner’s rights. 

A strong supporter of Mayor 
Gavin Newsom, Hinson is run¬ 
ning, he said, mainly because he is 


upset with some members of the 
DCCC who chose to support 
Green Party candidate Matt Gon¬ 
zalez for mayor. 

“It’s ridiculous. The Democra¬ 
tic Central Committee is just that 
- for the Democratic Party,” said 
Hinson of his motivation to run. 
“It really needs to endorse Demo¬ 
cratic candidates, no matter what.” 

Dennis Isner 

In 1997 Isner began his politi¬ 
cal career when he was appointed 
by then-Supervisor Gavin New¬

S hock waves continue to ra¬ 
diate from the celebration 
of gay and lesbian marriages 
in San Francisco. 

New Mexico 

In SandovaL County, New 
Mexico, the county clerk issued 
marriage licenses to 68 same-sex 
couples on Friday, February 20. 
County Clerk Victoria Dunlap, a 
Republican, feared the state’s gen¬ 
der-neutral marriage law left her 
open to being sued for discrimi¬ 
nation if she did not issue the li¬ 
censes to same-sex couples. She 
asked the county attorney if state 
law prohibited her from issuing 
the licenses, and when he said no, 
she started issuing them. 

Later that day the state attor¬ 
ney general declared the licenses 
invalid and Dunlap stopped issu¬ 
ing them. Governor Bill Richard¬ 
son, sometimes mentioned as a 
possible vice presidential nominee 
on the Democratic ticket, said he 
feels that marriage should be re¬ 
served for a man and a woman. 

The recently married couples 
are discussing possible legal ac¬ 
tion. 

Chicago 

Chicago gays and lesbians 
gained an unexpected ally when 
Democratic Mayor Richard Daley 
said he had “no problem” with gay 
marriage. He didn’t buy the argu¬ 
ment that it undermines tradi¬ 
tional marriage. 

“Marriage has been under¬ 
mined by divorce, so don’t tell me 
about marriage,” he said, accord¬ 
ing to the Associated Press. “Don’t 
blame the gay and lesbian, trans¬ 
gender and transsexual communi¬ 
ty. In the long run, we have to un¬ 
derstand what they’re saying. 
They love each other just as much 
as anyone else.” 

Daley, however, said his hands 
were tied; marriage licenses are is¬ 
sued by the county, not the city. 
Illinois Governor Rod Blagojevich 
(D) has said, “I believe marriage is 
between a man and a woman and 
it’s sacred and it’s an institution 
that’s the core of our society.” 

Maryland 

Maryland residents James 
Packard and Erwin Gomez told 
the Washington Post they are pre¬ 
pared to file joint tax returns, re¬ 
file the title on their townhouse, 
and take whatever legal action is 
necessary to force the state to rec¬ 


ognize their marriage. 

They are discussing the issues 
with the Maryland chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 
The current state marriage law is 
gender neutral. 

A pair of same-sex couples 
from the Maryland suburbs of 
Washington, D.C., who married in 
San Francisco were scheduled to 
testify before the Maryland Legis¬ 
lature on February 25. The hear¬ 
ing is to consider a bill by Balti¬ 
more Democrat Emmett Burns Jr. 
that would render invalid same- 
sex marriages performed outside 
the state, as well as a proposed 
constitutional amendment by 
Cecil County Republican Charles 
Boutin that would limit marriage 
to a man and a woman. 

New York 

New York is girding itself as an¬ 
other potential battleground for 
gay marriage. That state’s mar¬ 
riage law is gender neutral and al¬ 
lows for same-sex marriage, ac¬ 
cording to a report of the Associ¬ 
ation of the Bar of the City of New 
York published in 1997 and reaf¬ 
firmed in 2001. 

Lawrence C. Moss, a Manhat¬ 
tan attorney and activist, pushed 
for the immediate issuance of 
marriage licenses to same-sex 
couples in an op-ed in the Febru¬ 
ary 16 edition of the New York 
Daily News. He argued that not to 
do so violates the equal protection 
clause of the state Constitution, a 
finding consistent with rulings by 
state courts in Hawaii, Alaska, and 
Massachusetts. 

Republican Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg has waffled on the 
subject, indicating that he will not 
follow the lead of San Francisco 
Mayor Gavin Newsom and issue 
marriage licenses to gay couples. 
The New York LGBT community 
is holding a meeting on February 
27 to discuss ways of putting pres¬ 
sure on Bloomberg to change his 
mind. It also is putting pressure 
on New York’s two Democratic 
senators, Hillary Clinton and 
Charles Schumer, to express their 
opposition to the antigay Federal 
Marriage Amendment. 

On March 3, openly gay state 
Senator Thomas K. Duane plans 
to hold a public forum on the sub¬ 
ject at the state Capitol in Albany. 

The state’s attorney general, El¬ 
liot Spitzer, declared his support 
for same sex-marriage during his 
1998 campaign. He is a likely can¬ 
didate for governor in 2006, but 
has yet to comment on whether 
New York’s existing marriage law 


allows for same-sex weddings. 

Massachusetts 

In Massachusetts, the maneu¬ 
vering on amending the state 
Constitution to prevent same-sex 
marriage is on virtual hiatus 
awaiting the next joint session of 
the Legislature sitting as a consti¬ 
tutional convention on March 11. 

The latest poll by the Boston 
Globe shows opposition to gay 
marriage growing by 10 percent¬ 
age points from an earlier poll 
taken in November. It is rather 
common for those numbers to 
change when issues play promi¬ 
nently in the news. The most re¬ 
cent survey of 400 adults shows 35 
percent supporting legalizing gay 
marriage and 53 percent opposed. 

Even more interesting is that 
when it comes to a solution, the 
public is just as divided as the leg¬ 
islators were earlier this month, 
with none of the three options 
gaining a majority. 

A constitutional amendment to 
restrict marriage to heterosexuals 
drew the support of 45 percent 
and opposition from 47 percent. 

A “compromise” that would re¬ 
tain the word marriage for hetero¬ 
sexuals but require the creation of 
civil unions for same-sex couples 
drew 49 percent support and 36 
percent opposition. 

A variation that would leave 
creation of civil unions up to the 
Legislature drew only 30 percent 
support, with 55 percent rejecting 
it. 

The survey also found that 
economic issues were a far more 
important priority for most Mass¬ 
achusetts voters. Only 7 percent 
called gay marriage one of their 
priorities. 

Cambodia 

In Cambodia, King Norodom 
Sihanouk said Friday, February 20 
that homosexual couples should 
be allowed to get married. He is¬ 
sued the statement after watching 
television images of gay and les¬ 
bian couples getting married in 
San Francisco, the Associated 
Press reported. 

Since the Cambodian govern¬ 
ment chose in 1993 to be a “liberal 
democracy,” it should allow “mar¬ 
riage between man and man ... or 
between woman and woman,” the 
king said in a signed statement in 
French posted on his Web site. 

Sihanouk is a constitutional 
monarch with no executive pow¬ 
ers but is highly respected in his 
country. Gay couples are not al¬ 
lowed to marry in Cambodia. ▼

KALETRA is always 
used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with 
human immunodeficiency vims (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and far children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD< (T)ce)ts, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells at destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces flic amount of HIV in your blood and increas 
es the number of T ceils. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is 
weak (opportunistic infections).

KALETRA does not care HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may stffl get opportunistic Infections or other conditions 
that happen with HIV infection.

“The DCCC needs to 
work harder building coalitions, 
bridging gaps within the party 
and bringing everyone to the 
table.

Leslie Katz 

Former Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
a longtime DCCC member, has a 
long history of advocating for suc¬ 
cessful legislation; as supervisor, 
she co-authored the landmark 
equal benefits ordinance, and as a 
current board member of Equali¬ 
ty California she has overseen the 
statewide passage of several major 
and historic LGBT bills in the last 
year. 

Katz is running for re-election 
to DCCC because she believes 
“the Democratic Party best repre¬ 
sents the issues of importance to 
those who have been disenfran¬ 
chised.

“I’ve never felt so passionate 
about the need for positive change 
at the local level than I do when I 
see the waning electoral power of 
the Democratic Party in a Demo¬ 
cratic base like San Francisco. 
2004 is too important a year to 
keep allowing the infighting of 
ideological warfare to continue.” 

Lee, a constituent case worker 
for state Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco), is a former board 
member of LYRIC; the founding 
co-chair of Equality California; 
past co-chair and current board 
member of the Alice Club; a past 
board member of the Asian Pacif¬ 
ic Democratic Club; and a cur¬ 
rent member of the Jewish Com¬ 
munity Fund. Other member¬ 
ships include the National 
Women’s Political Caucus and the 
San Francisco Women’s Political 
Committee. 


Rafael Mandelman 

Mandelman is an affordable 
housing attorney; president of the 
Noe Valley Democratic Club; a 
board member of the Alice Club;

A San Francisco native, Man¬ 
delman said he is running for 
DCCC “to help build a local party 
that is respectful of the aspirations 
and ideals of liberal and progres¬ 
sive voters, and to help heal the di¬ 
vide between economic and social 
justice activists and party insid¬ 
ers.” 

Holli Thier 

Thier is a past president of the 
city’s League of Women Voters, a 
civil rights attorney, a neighbor¬ 
hood business owner, and 
founder of Voting Counts, a non¬ 
profit dedicated to getting youth 
between 18-24 to the polls. 

She has been elected to the 
DCCC three times and is seeking 
another term “to be a strong pro¬ 
gressive voice for women, for gay 
rights, for San Francisco and all of 
California.” 

Past activism includes fighting 
to preserve bilingual education, 
and teaching HIV/AIDS informa¬ 
tion throughout synagogues She is 
a member of both the Milk and 
Alice clubs; and served on the 
board of the Horizons Founda¬ 
tion and EQCA. 

“Together we have fought for 
funding for the AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program, for the freedom to 
marry, for the legalization of mar¬ 
ijuana, against right wing at¬ 
tempts to limit our rights, and we 
have stood strong together against 
discrimination in all its ugly forms 
against us and those we love,” said 
Thier. 

Scott Wiener 

Castro resident Scott Wiener . 
has a long history of political or¬ 
ganizing and community ac- < 
tivism, from providing pro bono 
legal assistance to indigent tenants 
facing eviction, to co-representing 
Sharon Smith in her civil lawsuit 
based on the dog-mauling death 
of her partner Diane Whipple. 

Currently working for the city 
attorney’s office, Wiener is also co¬ 
chair of the board of directors of 
the San Francisco LGBT Commu¬ 
nity Center; is a member of the 
Alice Club; a past board member 
of BALIF; and serves on the board 
of directors of the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

Wiener is running for DCCC 
to strengthen the party so that 
fewer people will “decline to state” 
or register as third party voters. 

“The party must provide these 
voters with a reason to return to

Palm Springs all wet

y recent trip to Palm 
Springs was not the pic¬ 
ture of the city that the 
tourist board promotes. The 
desert city boasts 360 days of sun¬ 
shine a year with about five inch¬ 
es of rain. The city made a major 
dent in its annual rainfall quota 
during my visit. The day after my 
first day in Palm Springs, the 
newspapers headlined that the 
city got its biggest one-day rainfall 
in six years, with a little over an 
inch of rain in 24 hours. 

But in the desert rain I found a 
great opportunity to explore 
many of the city’s indoor treasures 
that often go unnoticed by sun 
seekers. 

For starters, I took the Celebri¬ 
ty Tours bus ride around some of 
the most striking architecture of 
the city including the homes of 
the Hollywood celebrities who 
first put the city on the map as an 
oasis getaway. Highlights of the 
tour include the Elvis Presley 
house and the homes of Frank 
Sinatra and Bob Hope. 

The bus dropped me off at the 
Palm Springs Desert Museum 
downtown. The museum features 
natural science and art exhibits. It 
includes a wonderful collection of 
modern art. It’s a great place to ex¬ 
plore and a great getaway from the 
desert heat and the rare rain. 

Around the corner from the 
desert museum, my first mission 


along the rain-soaked Palm 
Canyon Drive was to find a store 
that sold umbrellas. It wasn’t easy, 
but I finally found one and had an 
enjoyable walking tour of the 
city’s main drag. 

As an excuse to dry out, I 
stumbled into the Welwood Mur¬ 
ray Memorial Library on 100 
South Palm Canyon Drive, just a 
block from Arenas Road, the city’s 
gay center. The private volunteer- 
staffed library is free and open to 
the public. It doubles as a muse¬ 
um with exhibits that showcase 
the region’s cultural history from 
its Native American past to the 
present. A side room pays tribute 
to the entertainment industry and 
Palm Springs’ history of attracting 
some of the biggest names in the 
business. 

Other must-see indoor attrac¬ 
tions include the Follies show, af¬ 


fectionately known by locals as the 
show with “old ladies dancing.” It’s 
an old-fashioned vaudeville show 
with dancing girls and guys, 
comics, and even an animal act. 
The dancers range in age from 57 
to 86. The show features music 
from the 1920s, 1930s, and 1940s. 
The highlight of the show is Riff 
Markowitz, the show’s founder 
and managing director, who also 
doubles as its comic emcee. He 
pokes fun at the show, telling 
some of the best older-people 
jokes you’ll hear anywhere and he 
even sneaks in some gay ones: 
“No, I’m all in favor of gay mar¬ 
riage,” he announced to the audi¬ 
ence, “at least two people will be 
excited about making wedding 
plans.”

Warm Sands: Gay hot spot

f Warm Sands had its own 
mayor it would be Bob Mellen. 
Mellen - along with his part¬ 
ner, Robert Fields - is the owner of 
the four-in-one resort: the Vista 
Grande, Atrium, Mirage, and Aval¬ 
on. It’s one of 11 resort complexes 
in the neighborhood along Warm 
Sands Drive, about a half mile east 
of downtown Palm Springs. 

Twenty years ago, Mellen, then 
a Los Angeles aerospace engineer, 
bought the Vista Grande resort. At 
the time it was a rundown straight 
hotel. He purchased it with a for¬ 
mer partner who has since died. 
They intended it to be strictly a 
weekend place for guests who 
wanted a quick getaway from the 
city rat race. But Mellen found 
that the weekends weren’t enough 
for some people. 

“People wouldn’t leave,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Back in 1984, there was only 
one other gay resort in the area, 
the El Marisol, a small bungalow- 
style hotel at the entrance to 
Warm Sands Drive. The popular¬ 
ity of both resorts fed on each 
other. Mellen found that he would 
often have overflow crowds that 
he had to refer to the surrounding 
straight resorts. Far from being re¬ 
sentful, those resorts welcomed 
the gay business. Eventually 
Mellen bought three more resorts 
in the area and along the way, oth¬ 
ers bought the remaining hotels 
and converted them to gay resorts. 

Although there are 11 resort 
complexes, there are 17 distinctive 
resorts. Another hotel, the All 
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Worlds Resort, owned by the All 
Worlds gay porn company, is also 
a combination of four intercon¬ 
nected resorts. 

Warm Sands’ popularity has 
meant a five-fold increase in prop¬ 
erty values in the past 20 years. 
Mellon paid $140,000, or $20,000 
per room, when he first bought 
Vista Grande in 1984. Now he says 
that resort hotels in the area are 
worth at least $100,000 per unit. 

The resort owner explained 
that he’s helped many of the other 
gay hotels in the area get started 
and that has been good for his 
business. He estimates his occu¬ 
pancy at about 94 percent. 

Mellen’s resort and the All 
World’s complex follow a similar 
business model. One of the four 
resorts in each of the complexes is 
more reserved for those who pre¬ 
fer a less sexually charged and qui¬ 
eter atmosphere. Mellon’s Atrium 
Hotel is across the street from the 
. main resort and he noted that it is 
a favorite among closeted Holly¬ 
wood celebrities who don’t want 
to be seen in a more public gay re¬ 
sort. All World’s resort has the An¬ 
other World Hotel that serves a 
similar purpose. It features sever¬ 
al five-star luxury rooms includ¬ 


ing the $225/night Liberace Suite 
complete with a player piano. 

All Worlds currently offers one 
of the best bargains in Palm 
Springs. Even if you choose to stay 
at another resort, All Worlds will 
give you a free day pass to use 
their facilities from 11 a.m. to 5 
p.m. An All Worlds manager ex¬ 
plained that his resort once 
charged for day passes but the 
other resorts complained about 
the traffic and overflow parking. 
The city ordered the resort to stop 
because it was illegal for it to make 
money selling passes. The resort 
got around the city by letting peo¬ 
ple use the facility for free and to 
presumably make it more lively 
for paying guests. 

The Hacienda at Warm Sands 
is at the other end of the sexual 
temperature scale from many of 
its more cruisey neighbors. It’s 
considered one of the most up¬ 
scale of all gay resorts and is pop¬ 
ular with couples. The oldest gay 
resort in the neighborhood, El 
Marisol, is also popular with cou¬ 
ples and has a rich history. It was 
built by Howard Hughes in 1947 
as a getaway for his Hollywood 
pals. Originally it had 10 bunga¬ 
lows, now it has 15 units. ▼

town Spa Resort Casino is worth 
checking out. Its posh Las Vegas- 
style casino is attached to one of the 
largest full-service hotels in the city. 
It’s operated by the Agua Caliente 
Band of the Cahuilla Indians. 

The Palm Springs Air Muse¬ 
um, just outside the airport, is a 
must stop for anyone interested in 
aviation. The historical exhibits 
include a replica of the Wright 
Brothers plane on up to restored 
working fighter jets that were used 
in WWII. One of the larger planes 
on display was used in the Pearl 
Harbor movie. 

One of Palm Springs most 
popular tourist draws is also one 
that’s perfect in any weather: the 
Aerial Tramway. The world’s 
largest rotating tram ascends the 
sheer cliffs of the Chino Canyon 
to the peak of Mount San Jacinto. 
In just a 10-minute ride, it rises 
6,000 feet to the mountain dock¬ 
ing station. The three-story sta¬ 
tion building features a cafeteria- 
style cafe, an upscale restaurant 


with spectacular views, a natural 
history museum, and a mini-the¬ 
ater with continually running 
films that give a great history of 
the tram and the park surround¬ 
ing it. Snow covers the peak in the 
winter and during the summer the 
temperature is easily 40 degrees 
lower than the sweltering valley 
floor. The park surrounding the 
mountain station includes a num¬ 
ber of walking trails and picnic ta¬ 
bles. If you like the outdoors, you 
could easily make a day of it. Tick¬ 
ets are $20.80, or $17.80 after 3 
p.m. The last car up is 8 p.m. The 
last car down is 9:45 p.m. ▼

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sponded for nearly 40 years, until 
the latter’s death, even in their 
personal letters (published in 
2001) Hughes did not overtly dis¬ 
cuss his sexual orientation or 
speak of romantic relationships. 
Yet several of Hughes’s poems - 
such as “Young Sailor” and “Wa¬ 
terfront Streets” - can be read as 
homoerotic, and “Cafe: 3 A.M.” 
describes an early morning scene 
in a gay club: “Detectives from the 
vice squad/with weary sadistic 
eyes/spotting fairies.” 

African American studies pro¬ 
fessor Emily Bernard notes that 
“there has been a consistent at¬ 
tempt to ignore or at least down¬ 
play [Hughes’s) homosexuality... 
his icon status among the African 
American community is contin¬ 
gent on his heterosexuality.” But 
black gay men have been equally 
eager to embrace Hughes as one of 
their own. A 1988 film by Isaac 
Julien, Looking for Langston , ex¬ 
plored what has often been left out 


of official histories. Sadly, Hugh¬ 
es’s estate did not allow his poetry 
to be used in the film. Neverthe¬ 
less, said black gay poet Essex 
Hemphill, “the silence surround¬ 
ing black gay and lesbian lives is 
being meticulously dismantled. 
Every closet is coming down ... 
those closets are ancestral burial 
sites that we rightfully claim and 
exhume.” ▼

from issuing additional marriage 
licenses, Lambda Legal senior 
counsel Jon Davidson said, “The 
state’s attorney general should 
understand better than anyone 
that local officials must abide by 
the state Constitution. First and 
foremost, the law governing this 
state is the California Constitu¬ 
tion, and denying same-sex cou¬ 
ples equal access to marriage vio¬ 
lates that law. The city of San 
Francisco is trying to defend peo¬ 
ple’s constitutional rights; that’s a 
duty the attorney general shares, 
and we’re disappointed that he 
seems unwilling to fulfill it.” 

Lockyer’s move came three 
days after a second judge refused 
to stop the gay marriages from 
taking place and Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger implored 
Lockyer to “take immediate steps” 
to have a court rule against the 
city. 

On Monday, Newsom invited 
both President Bush, who voiced 
support for a federal marriage 
amendment Tuesday, and 
Schwarzenegger to come to City 
Hall and witness the gay mar¬ 
riages first hand. He also criti¬ 
cized the governor for saying in a 
nationally televised interview on 
Sunday that the same-sex nuptials 
were leading to pandemonium in 
the streets. 

“There are no riots to my 
knowledge,” Newsom said, who 
added he has not spoken directly 
to the governor. “I have an open 
door policy. For anyone who dis¬ 
agrees with me I invite them to 
come out to City Hall and spend 
some time here.” 

Openly gay state Assembly- 


man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co), appearing with the mayor at 
a press conference to voice sup¬ 
port for Propositions 57 and 58, 
two statewide budget measures 
backed by the governor, said 
Schwarzenegger owes the gay 
community and the city an apol¬ 
ogy for his remarks. 

“It is very insulting to San 
Franciscans. I am getting phone 
calls from people asking why we 
should support his measures if he 
doesn’t support our city,” said 
Leno. “He said on national televi¬ 
sion there are riots in the streets 
of San Francisco. It upset voters. I 
am suggesting out of concern for 
Propositions 57 and 58 he apolo¬ 
gize.” 

Two same-sex couples also 
filed suit Monday against Los An¬ 
geles County claiming their con¬ 
stitutional rights had been violat¬ 
ed after they were denied mar¬ 
riage licenses on February 12. 
After applying for the licenses at 
the Beverly Hills Courthouse, the 
couples said the county clerk’s of¬ 
fice refused to accept their appli¬ 
cations and handed them a form 
saying that under state law mar¬ 
riage is between “a man and a 
woman.” 

The plaintiffs in the case are 
Robin Tyler, a lesbian rights ac¬ 
tivist, and her partner, Diane 
Olson, granddaughter of former 
California Democratic Governor 
Culbert Levy Olson, and the Rev¬ 
erend Troy Perry and his partner, 
Phillip De Blieck. 

Perry and De Blieck, who have 
been in a relationship for more 
than 18 years, told the Los Angeles 
Times that although they were 
legally married in Canada last 
year, they want the same rights 
and responsibilities granted mar¬ 
ried people in the United States. 


“In most ways, Phillip and I 
are like any other couple in this 
state,” said Perry, who more than 
35 years ago founded the Metro¬ 
politan Community Churches, a 
fellowship that ministers to les¬ 
bians, gays, bisexuals, and trans¬ 
gender people. “We work our 
jobs. We pay our taxes. We con¬ 
tribute to our community. Yet, the 
current laws of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia treat my same-sex partner 
and me as second-class citizens.” 

SF court action 

An appeals court last Wednes¬ 
day refused to take up one case 
brought by an antigay group that 
failed to obtain an immediate stay 
against the city in Superior Court. 
The judge in the case, James War¬ 
ren, did order a nonbinding cease 
and desist order against the city 
last Tuesday, February 17. 

Ignoring the order, city offi¬ 
cials continued to marry same- 
sex couples and are preparing to 
defend their position in court on 
March 29. Last Thursday the city 
also filed with the state Supreme 
Court its own lawsuit against the 
state in an effort to prove that 
prohibitions against same-sex 
couples from marrying are un¬ 
constitutional. 

“The city and county is going 
on the offensive today in protect¬ 
ing the mayor’s decision last week 
to allow same-sex marriages,” 
City Attorney Dennis Herrera an¬ 
nounced at a press conference 
February 19. “We are filing suit 
against the state of California as 
well as the two petitioners to en¬ 
sure the constitutionality of 
same-sex marriages in California 
gets addressed. Denying gays and 
lesbians marriage rights violates 
the equal protection clause and 
due process clause of the state 
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Constitution.” 

Last Friday, Superior Court 
Judge Ronald Evans Quidachay 
refused to grant the antigay group 
Campaign for California Families 
an injunction that would have 
halted the weddings. The judge 
said the group had failed to prove 
the gay weddings were causing ir¬ 
reparable harm to anyone. He did 
grant a request to join the two 
cases together and allowed a 
group of same-sex couples to in¬ 
tervene. 

The city had requested for the 
matter to be heard before Warren 
but lawyers for CCF filed a pre- 
emptory challenge Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 23, automatically removing 
Warren from presiding over the 
case. CCF attorneys said they felt 
the judge would be “prejudiced” 
against their suit. Instead, the 
group said it preferred Quidachay 
hearing the case because Warren 
will be on vacation for most of 
March. 

Having Warren hear the case 
would “delay and elongate this 
process,” said Mathew Staver, 
president and general counsel of 
the Liberty Counsel. “For those 
who are in support of marriage 
being between one man and one 
woman justice doesn’t happen 
quickly, but justice will eventual¬ 
ly prevail in this case.” 

Staver would not explain fur¬ 
ther his reasons for wanting War¬ 
ren off the case, but speculation 
has fallen on a 2002 San Francisco 
magazine article that reported the 
judge is gay. Warren has refused 
to talk publicly about the article. 

City attorney spokesman Matt 
Dorsey would not comment 
when asked if the judge’s sexual 
orientation had played into the 
decision to remove him from the 
case. Dorsey said the city wanted 
to go with Warren because he had 
already ruled in the matter and 
spent time preparing for the case. 

“Our choice in choosing War¬ 
ren was solely to expedite the two 
cases into a single case whose is¬ 
sues had already been fully 
briefed at that point before Judge 
Warren,” said Dorsey. “We have 
enormous respect for the entire 
Superior Court judiciary in San 
Francisco. We don’t have any 
preference over one judge or the 
other.” 

Gay GOPers respond 

In light of the dueling lawsuits 
and numerous court maneuvers, 
Log Cabin Republicans of Cali¬ 
fornia state chair Jeff Bissiri on 
Tuesday, February 24 urged for all 
sides in the matter to take a step 
back from the escalating series of 
legal challenges. 

“Log Cabin Republicans fully 
support civil marriage equality 
for gays and lesbians. But the on¬ 


going events in San Francisco play 
right into the hands of the fear- 
mongers who oppose those 
rights,” said Bissiri. “We appreci¬ 
ate that tax-paying, loving cou¬ 
ples went to City Hall in an effort 
to be treated equally under the 
law and accept the benefits and 
responsibilities of a recognized 
civil marriage. Log Cabin does 
not want their joy overshadowed 
by an extreme backlash that could 
not only nullify those marriages 
but deny civil marriage to gay and 
lesbian citizens for a generation.” 

Bissiri noted that to amend the 
California Constitution all that is 
needed is an amendment to be 
enacted through the direct peti¬ 
tion process followed by a vote at 
the next statewide election. 

“The incremental approach 
which has brought us so far so 
quickly could be dashed to pieces 
by a single measure that could be 
passed as part of a backlash to re¬ 
cent events,” Bissiri added. 

The gay Republican group 
noted that Schwarzenegger called 
for restraint and swift action by 
the courts to resolve the matter. 
Bissiri said he considers the gov¬ 
ernor a friend of the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

“His statement on Wednesday 
reiterated his full support for gay 
and lesbian equality and for the 
comprehensive domestic partner 
laws currently on the books” Bis¬ 
siri stated. “We recognize that as a 
constitutional officer, he is sworn 
to uphold all of the laws of the 
state until a court determines any 
such law to be unconstitutional.” 

Bissiri argued that while New¬ 
som may be well intentioned, he 
is not helping the cause of gay 
rights by creating an atmosphere 
where laws are simply ignored. 

“What would be his reaction if 
the opponents of gay rights in an¬ 
other city refused to recognize 
our domestic partner laws or if 
the Legislature of Massachusetts 
ignored the ruling of their 
Supreme Judicial Court?” asked 
Bissiri. “I believe that the move¬ 
ment for full gay and lesbian 
equality under the law has pro¬ 
gressed sufficiently to warrant our 
working within the system rather 
than against it to effect lasting 
change. Log Cabin is heartened by 
the mayor’s indication that the 
city of San Francisco will abide by 
the ultimate determination of the 
courts.” 

Speaking Tuesday, Newsom 
defended his actions, saying San 
Francisco is a symbol to the 
world. 

“The process out here works. 
We are in the courts,” he said. 
“There are no riots, there are no 
problems. People are coming to¬ 
gether to express their love, their 
commitment.” T

have serious consequences 
throughout the country. 

“Marriage cannot be severed 
from its cultural, religious, and 
natural roots without weakening 
the good influence of society,” 
Bush asserted. “The voice of the 
people must be heard.” 

The president did not specifi¬ 
cally endorse the Federal’Marriage 
Amendment authored by Repre¬ 
sentative Marilyn Musgrave (R- 
Colorado) that already has been 
introduced in both houses of 
Congress, or any specific language 
for the amendment. 

Social conservatives who had 
been prophesying Bush’s endorse¬ 
ment of the amendment for weeks 
were ecstatic. But many tradition¬ 
al conservatives have expressed 
their disdain for tinkering with 
the Constitution for social pur¬ 
poses. 

The leading Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidates - Senators John 
Kerry (Massachusetts ) and John 
Edwards (North Carolina) - have 
expressed their opposition to such 
an amendment. 

Many observers believe the 
amendment may be able to 
muster the two-thirds vote in the 
House that is required for passage, 
but prospects seem much more 
difficult in the Senate. Should it 
pass those hurdles, an amendment 
must be ratified by 38 states before 


it can take effect. 

Gays outraged 

Gays and their supporters were 
outraged by Bush’s announce¬ 
ment. 

“Log Cabin considers support 
for this amendment a declaration 
of war on gay and lesbian families 
and an attack on our sacred Con¬ 
stitution,” said Patrick Guerriero, 
executive director of Log Cabin 
Republicans. They are “more de¬ 
termined than ever to fight the an¬ 
tifamily constitutional amend¬ 
ment with all of our resources.” 

Log Cabin’s executive board 
decides endorsements for the or¬ 
ganization. It declined to endorse 
re-election of the first President 
Bush and history may well repeat 
itself. Spokesman Mark Mead said 
he was not a single-issue voter but 
this made it “difficult” for him to 
vote for Bush. Part of his decision 
might depend on the other op¬ 
tions on the ballot. 

“To use the Constitution to 
discriminate against our families 
is un-American, shameful, and di¬ 
visive,” said Cheryl Jacques, presi¬ 
dent of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. “Americans remember the 
president’s promise to be a uniter, 
not a divider. Today the president 
has broken that promise.” 

“Sugar coating his discrimina¬ 
tory stand by calling for dialogue 
turns accepted notions of debate 
on their head,” said Evan Wolfson, 
executive director of Freedom to 
Marry. “The pretense of encour¬ 


aging a national conversation 
about civil rights - while at the 
very same time taking action to 
shoot down the discussion with a 
constitutional amendment - is 
simply unprecedented.” 

“This is a despicable new low 
... nothing more than a transpar¬ 
ent election year ploy to use our 
lives and families as a wedge issue 
into the electorate and divert at¬ 
tention away from the critical is¬ 
sues that face our country,” said 
Matt Foreman, executive director 
of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. 

“President Bush fails to under¬ 
stand that our families are more 
than political red meat that he can 
throw before his antigay base,” 
said Dave Noble, executive direc¬ 
tor of National Stonewall Democ¬ 
rats. “He has clearly demonstrat¬ 
ed that it is no longer acceptable 
for our community to merely vote 
against this man. Each one of us 
now has the responsibility to ac¬ 
tively work to deny him a second 
term.” 

“Yesterday President Bush 
began his campaign, today his first 
step is to try and divide Ameri¬ 
cans,” was the reaction of San 
Francisco Mayor Gavin Newsom. 
“It is the president’s sworn oath to 
uphold the Constitution and pro¬ 
tect the civil rights of all Ameri¬ 
cans; it is sad day when he turns 
on his own citizens in order to 
seek re-election.”

W hile other entries have 
decidedly queer content, 
some sports-themed 
films in the 22nd San Francisco 
International Asian American 
Film Festival deserve mention for 
their original themes and capti¬ 
vating footage. 

The Ride 

When white, or “haole” (pro¬ 
nounced “howly”), arrogant surf 
champ David, portrayed effective¬ 
ly by Scot Davis, nearly dies in a 
surfing accident, he’s sent back in 
time, where he befriends Duke 
Kahanamoku before the Hawaiian 
athlete became a surf legend. 

Once the cocky surf champ de¬ 
velops feelings for the land and its 
people, he learns the true mean¬ 
ing of surfing from Duke, how to 
surf from the heart, and on an¬ 
cient longboards, no less. Mary 
Paalani plays Lehua with a quiet 
conviction as she dares to fall in 
love with David the “haole.” 

Sean Kaawa’s natural perfor¬ 
mance as Kahanamoku over¬ 
comes the film’s simplistic script. 
Although a traditional romance, 
there’s plenty of beefcake. Sean 
Kaawa is simply stunning as the 
hapless, muscular Duke. 

Weldon Kekauoha as Blackie, 
and Johann Bouit as Caps, round 
out the cast with their husky 
charm, and a lot of Hawaiian 
slang. All the men do most of their 
own surfing, adding authenticity

to this cute and sweet historically 
fictional, but culturally respectful, 
film. (March 6 at 12:15 p.m. and 
March 7 at 9:30 p.m., both at the 
Kabuki Theatre.) 

Daughters of Everest 

This one-hour documentary 
by Bay Area filmmaker Sapana 
Sakya tells the perilous yet heart¬ 
warming story of a group of 
women who, for diverse personal 
reasons, decide to be the first fe¬ 
male team to hike the summit of 
Mount Everest, the famed peak in 
the Nepalese Himalayas. 
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Over 150 people have died in 
attempting the climb. The only 
woman to successfully climb 
Mount Everest died on her de¬ 
scent. Statues in Nepal commem¬ 
orate the fallen hero. 

To overcome the limitations of 
impoverished Sherpa women, for 
whom becoming high altitude 
guides (the most lucrative of jobs) 
is limited to men, Mimgma leads 
the team. “Climbing Everest to 
prove that women are no less 
than men,” she says. 

All participants offer 
insight throughout the 
film, with a lot less external 
drama than the hyped Sur¬ 
vivor TV show, but with 
meaning that is much more 
profound for its partici¬ 
pants, all native Sherpa 
Nepalese. 

The women get 
equipment from spon¬ 
sors proud of their ef¬ 
forts. But their three-week train¬ 
ing period gets pushed ahead of 
schedule so that the climb coin¬ 
cides with Nepal’s millennium 
celebrations. 

The pressure mounts through 
press conferences, meetings with 
the king and queen of Nepal, and 
ceremonies with Buddhist monks 
and the prime minister. Yet, their 
team leader is remote and the 
group hasn’t cohered. 

After a few days at base camp, 
and visits to a cherished mountain 
monastery for blessings from the 
lama, they begin what is often a 
six-week journey. They make the 
journey in less time, but the sacri¬ 
fices made on the way up show a 
surprising finish. 

While videotaped in simple 
style, Daughters of Everest inti¬ 
mately documents a momentous 
occasion for women athletes. 
(March 9 at 6:45 p.m., Kabuki) 

The Other Final 

Montserrat and Bhutan, the 
two lowest ranked soccer teams, 
were asked by a representative 
from the Dutch team to play a 
smaller, more intimate final as the 
global media focused on the 2002 
World Cup in Japan. 

Clever segues using a globally 
bouncing soccer ball keep the tone 


light, but one can’t help but feel 
the touching enormity of the ges¬ 
ture, bringing two disparate cul¬ 
tures together for a dignified 
losers’ match. A sense of humani¬ 
ty, and the distinct culture of each 
team, is beautifully shown. 

Montserrat’s main sport is 
cricket, and its ranks of soccer 
players remains at 150, yet their 
supporters keep high goals. Still 
recovering from the devastation of 
a 1997 volcanic eruption that took 
place on the small 
island off the coast 
of Brazil, the 
Montserrat players even 
have to delay soccer practices 
When the air carries a thin 
layer of remnant ash. 

Bhutan, with up to 
900 team players, is 
seen fascinated by the 
World Cup, and soc¬ 
cer, which is taught in 
impoverished schools. 
TV sales jump before the event in 
the small sovereign country in the 
Himalayas. Even the former king 
was a highly ranked goalkeeper. 

The affable story is complicat¬ 
ed when both teams lose their 
coaches. The Montserrat team has 
difficulty acclimating to the 
mountain air, and suffers from 
travel sickness. 

A montage of global media de¬ 
risively calls it the worst FIFA soc¬ 
cer match, but the players keep 
their dignity, and make the even¬ 
tual victory a bipartisan affair, 
particularly with the creative use 
of the trophy.

Sleeping Tigers: 

The Asahi Baseball Story 

A historic time in the often for¬ 
gotten history of World War II 
North America, when Japanese 
American citizens were locked up 
in camps, even includes sports as a 
form of vindication. 

Sleeping Tigers traces the histo¬ 
ry of Vancouver immigrants, their 
love of baseball, and how one team 
made history by taking on non- 
Asian teams outside their commu¬ 
nity. Their success was abruptly 
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cut short with the outbreak of 
WWII, and Japanese Canadians 
were shipped off to hastily formed 
work camps in the far reaches of 
rural British Columbia. 

To pass the time of their unjust 
wartime imprisonment of entire 
families, their homes and belong¬ 
ings sold or confiscated, many 
young men, some from the Asahi 
team, started playing organized 
baseball games. 

“It had a feeling of, ‘Let’s show 
’em,”’ says one interviewee. “‘Let’s 
show ’em they can’t keep us down.’” 

Surviving players now in their 
80s are interviewed. Vintage and 
recreated footage, plus lots of 
archived photographs, recalls the 
quietly revolutionary team, and 
the recent tribute the surviving 
members receive at a Toronto 
Bluejays game. 

Accompanying the screening of 
Sleeping Tigers is Day of Indepen¬ 
dence, a short film that tells a simi¬ 
lar story of U.S. Japanese intern¬ 
ment camp baseball players. What’s 
surprising is how the characters 
focus more on socializing and doing 
their best to enjoy their lives during 
this often ignored era in our past.

Pelosi (D-San Francisco) said that 
the Constitution is “not a place for 
political wedge battles.”

MINIMUM WAGE ORDINANCE 

The Minimum Wage Ordinance (Prop L) approved by San Francisco voters on 
November 4 , 2003, requires San Francisco employers (whether or not the 
employers receives City contracts) to pay a minimum wage of $8.50 per hour for 
work performed in San Francisco, beginning February 23, 2004. 

The minimum wage requirement applies to adult and minor employees who work two (2) 
or more hours per week. Each year the City will adjust the amount of the minimum wage based 
on increases in the regional consumer price index. 

The requirement does not apply to small businesses with fewer than ten (10) employees (in¬ 
cluding temporary and part-time employees) or nonprofits until January 1, 2005. 

Under the ordinance, employees who assert their right to receive the Cityis minimum wage are 
protected Horn retaliation. Employees may file a lawsuit against their employers for any violation 
of the ordinance. The City can investigate possible violations and enforce the minimum wage re¬ 
quirements by ordering reinstatement of employees and payment of back wages and penalties.

The Academy loves 
complete transformation

A ll across America, in homes that pay attention to such things, one 
could hear the breathless interrogative, “That’s Charlize Theron?!” 
when the print ads for Monster first appeared. Before all the fuss, the 
model-turned-actress had logged in a number of unremarkable per¬ 
formances (The Astronaut’s Wife, The Cider House Rules, Reindeer Games ) 
and was making no big waves in Hollywood. Now she was party to an ex¬ 
treme, and extremely unexpected, makeover. For her performance as serial | 
killer Aileen Wuornos, her mouth was crammed with maloccluded false 
teeth, her skin was latexed to effect years of sun damage, and her hair was tor¬ 
tured into an unruly thicket. Theron the lovely became Theron the Monster, i 
and waltzed her way into the winner’s circle of the Golden Globes, the Na- | 
tional Society of Film Critics, and the National Board of Review. An Oscar 
nomination was inevitable, and she is now expected to win Best Actress at the 
Academy Awards this Sunday. 

A few observations emerge. First, one doesn’t have to actually see Monster 
to predict her victory, or to admire her accomplishment. Here she is trans¬ 
formed into the daughter of Satan, and takes 
Christina Ricci as her punk lover, yet there are 
no picket lines, and no outraged editorials on 
the sorrv depiction of lesbians in pop culture. 

Perhaps we’ve come some distance since 
Sharon Stone and her ice-pick. Of course, 

Wuornos was not a screenwriter’s invention, 
and carpers can find something like balance 
with The L Word, that oversexed, strangely de¬ 
rivative cable soap about designer lesbians in 
LA. Wuornos’ sexuality has meanwhile been 
met with a great big yawn. 

Then there is the matter of Theron’s meta¬ 
morphosis. We live in an age when the Acade¬ 
my is easily impressed with grotesque effects. 

Nicole Kidman bagged Best Actress last year by { 
forgetting she was Nicole Kidman. She, too, 
was a lovely actress transformed by makeup, in 
her case a celebrated nose that helped her de¬ 
liver a performance choked with anxiety. But 

just how impressive was her Virginia Woolf in The Hours? Surrounded by 
exquisitely detailed sets, costumes and props, and blessed with talented co¬

T he Academy Awards is the gay Super Bowl: the 
must-see TV event of the year that no self-re¬ 
specting homosexual is likely to miss. But un¬ 
like the Super Bowl, there are more ways to ex¬ 
perience the Oscars than just attending the event in 
person or watching it at home while feasting on Cost- 
co-sized bowls of hot wings. 

The black-tie Oscar-night options in San Francis¬ 
co include An Evening of Stars, a dinner party with 
Jan Wahl at the Ritz-Carlton ($175), and the Academy 
of Friends Gala, the mega-gay fundraiser for 
HIV/AIDS at the Concourse at 8th and Brannan 
Streets ($150). 

But this year a new event rolls out the red carpet in 
San Francisco. Drag diva Donna Sachet hosts The 
Academy Gala, a benefit for the Cystic Fibrosis Foun¬ 


dation at the Castro Theatre ($65). 

“On Oscar night, you can sit at home and watch it 
in your pajamas, go to a black-tie ball, or have fun at 
our neighborhood celebration,” says Empress Sachet. 
“This one is more whimsical than the other parties in 
town, with more humor and craziness.” 

The six-hour party begins at 4 p.m. with Sachet 
greeting red-carpet guests a la Joan Rivers (to whom 
she bears an uncanny resemblance). Questions of 
“Who are you wearing?” will evolve into “What are 
you eating?” as guests move among appetizers, pas¬ 
tas, salads, desserts and margarita, vodka and wine 
bars over the course of the evening. 

The 5 p.m. pre-show and commercial breaks will 
feature performances by guest emcees Connie Cham¬ 
pagne (in a Judy Garland medley) and Trauma Flint- 
stone.

The bad and the beautiful 


Bounty of books about the Oscars 


nominees, has a short discussion 
for each year, and includes great 
quotes from winners. It’s error- 
free and filled with sensational 
photographs, but the text is too 
respectful — no dirt is dished, 
alas. 

Gail Kimm and Jim Piazza’s 
The Academy Awards: The Com¬ 
plete Unofficial History (Black Dog 
and Levanthal Publishers, $34.95) 
has an eye-catching, glittery cover 
with a mock invitation to the cer¬ 
emony, and includes 2002’s win¬ 
ners. Like Osborne’s tome, it lists 
all the nominees, but has a livelier 
text, although it’s error-prone. 
The authors claim Joan Crawford 
had four Best Actress nomina¬ 
tions — she had three. They at¬ 
tribute the following to Audrey 
Hepburn: “I had to be the first to 
win three! I was positive I would 
get it, and so was everyone in 
town,” instead of Bette Davis, spo¬ 
ken after she lost for ’62’s What¬ 
ever Happened to Baby Jane? They 
call ’86’s The Color of Money, for 
which Paul Newman won Best 
Actor, a remake of ’61’s The Hus¬ 
tler. It was a sequel. In discussing 
Jack Palance’s Best Supporting 
Actor win for ’91’s City Slickers, 
Kimm and Piazza say his film 
debut was ’52’s Sudden Fear — it 
was ’50’s Panic in the Streets. The 
listing of nominations for ’44 
omits two of the five Best Sup¬ 
porting Actresses. 

Juicy fruit 

Despite limited and poor pic¬ 
tures, Inside Oscar: The Unofficial 
History of the Academy Awards by 
Mason Wiley and Damien Boca 
(Ballantine, $16) is hugely enter¬ 
taining and informative. It covers 
the expected nominations, com¬ 
pares them to the actual ones, and 
details the awards ceremony itself. 
It’s loaded with juicy anecdotes: 
Gloria Swanson’s reaction to los¬ 
ing for ’50’s Sunset Boulevard; 
how MGM and Paramount 
blocked Judy Garland’s winning 
for ’54’s A Star Is Born; Hedda 
Hopper’s campaign to get a 
posthumous Best Actor Award for 
James Dean in ’55; the drama be¬ 
hind Elizabeth Taylor’s first win, 




for ’60’s Butterfield 8; backstage 
tension between Crawford and 
Davis during the ’62 ceremony; 
Hepburn’s graciousness despite 
being snubbed for ’64’s My Fair 
Lady; the politics of Jane Fonda’s 
wins; whose campaigns were suc¬ 
cessful (Crawford’s, Olivia de 
Havilland’s, Gwyneth Paltrow’s) 
and whose failed (Rosalind Rus¬ 
sell’s, John Wayne’s, Richard Bur¬ 
ton’s), and many more. It, too, 
lists all the nominees and has a 
section on significant films and 
songs that weren’t finalists. Sever¬ 
al editions exist; the most current 
one, in paperback, stops at 2000. 

Emmanuel Levy’s Oscar Fever 
(Continuum, $29.95) is available 
in two editions, the most recent 
published in 2002. It claims to 
offer “scientific” analysis of the 
awards, but its conclusions are so 
general, they are meaningless. Er¬ 
rors pop up with such regularity 
that they will keep informed read¬ 
ers turning the pages while shak¬ 
ing their heads. 

On the critical fashion front, 
Patty Fox’s Star Style at the Acad¬ 
emy Awards, published in 2000 by 
HCP, stands out. It’s worth check¬ 
ing used bookstores or online for 
a copy. Fox covers every ceremo¬ 


ny, and her comments on the 
clothes — good, bad, and outra¬ 
geous — are great, all backed by 
sensational photographs. 

Finally, if comparing the Os¬ 
cars to other film honors is of in¬ 
terest, then purchase Tom O’Neil’s 
Movie Awards: The Ultimate, Un¬ 
official Guide to the Oscars, Golden 
Globes, Critics, Guild and Indie 
Honors (Variety, $19.95). O’Neil 
recounts the often hostile battles 
among the New York Film Critics, 
for example, as well as the influ¬ 
ence of Pauline Kael and her dis¬ 
ciples, “The Paulettes.” O’Neil also 
shows which, if any, awards are 
accurate harbingers of who will 
take home the little man. 

What makes the Oscars so en¬ 
joyable is that no one can regular¬ 
ly predict the winners. Neither 
logic nor merit consistently pre¬ 
vails. Let’s hope that never 
changes. ▼

When both the website gig and 
an exciting proposal from trans¬ 
sexual performer Lola Copaca- 
bana bottom out, Toby begins 
work for high-profile public-rela¬ 
tions diva Ariana Richards, all 
while trying to market a ridicu¬ 


lous screenplay idea called Breed¬ 
ers, about straight men stuck in an 
all-homosexual world (roll eyes 
here). Hotshot producer 
Cameron Cole employs him next 
as a personal assistant, and ten¬ 
sions mount when Jaime has an 
HIV scare and Toby is partially re¬ 
sponsible. Uh-oh. 

A VIP premiere party with lots 
of cocaine and booze sets the 
stage for a deadly Lizzie Grub- 
man-style “accident” and a cover- 
up that tests Toby’s allegiance to 
his glitzy cohorts. Will our al¬ 
most-charming, newly infamous 
hero ever find someone worthy 
and stop whining, “I need a 
boyfriend?” Wait and see. 

The Trouble Boy is engaging 
and fun despite being painfully fa¬ 
miliar territory for the genre.

Mark Nadler to perform at the Geary

|| hat’s an extroverted, gay, 
' 11 V Jewish piano prodigy to 
do in Waterloo, Iowa? 
First you cry. “I came out of the 
womb and the doctor didn’t have 
to slap me because I was already 
crying,” said cabaret artist Mark 
Nadler. And then you plot your 
escape. 

“I got a job when I was 10 
playing piano at a saloon in Cedar 
Falls, and I eventually earned 
enough money to buy myself an 
education at Interlochen Arts 
Academy in Michigan so I would¬ 
n’t have to go to high school at 
home, because that was my 
biggest dread. I would get beat up 
at least twice a week, and now that 
I look back, I don’t really blame 
these kids, because I was such a 
freak. But my reaction then was, 
‘Oh, yeah? In that case I’m going 
to be what I am, but even more 
so.’” 

At Interlochen, where you 
could take dance instead of gym, 
his personality was able to take off 
— even if it did get him kicked 


out of the piano department for 
goosing up a Beethoven piece 
with jokes, a rented tailcoat, and 
an on-his-knees A1 Jolson-style 
finish. “The piano staff immedi¬ 
ately decided I would be happier 
in the drama department,” Nadler 
said. “That was the end of my 
piano lessons for the rest of my 
life.” 

But not the end of his piano¬ 
playing, which will be on view 
along with his singing, piano- 
bench tap-dancing, and comic 
asides in Tschaikowsky (and Other 
Russians), opening a five-perfor¬ 
mance run Feb. 29 at the Geary 
Theatre. The 80-minute perfor¬ 
mance was born in a New York 
cabaret in 2002, but Nadler says it 
belongs in a theater. 

“It’s a very dense show,” he said 
in a phone interview. “It requires 
an awful lot of concentration, and 
if you have drinks and food in 
front of you while you’re trying to 
pay attention, you don’t get as 
much out of it.” 

The show is built around the 
tongue-twisting song 

“Tschaikowsky” that Kurt Weill 
and Ira Gershwin wrote for Lady

Horses on a high 

'Cavalia': New Age bathos

\ avalia is an equine version 
of music by Enya: moody, 

r ethereal, and elegant. The 
soothing sounds of new-age back¬ 
ground music have their place, 
but Cavalia creates a curious hy¬ 
brid that might b? called “back¬ 
ground spectacle.” The only prob¬ 
lem is it’s in the foreground. 

Not all of the Canadian-born 
show is like watching animated 
tableaux, and the second half is 
certainly livelier than the first. 
Created by one of the founders of 
Cirque du Soleil, it shows its pedi¬ 
gree in the quasi-spiritual horse¬ 
man aura that surrounds the pro¬ 
duction. 

Unlike Cirque du Soleil, which 
performs nearly in the round, 
Cavalia is staged on a huge 
proscenium stage with wings long 
enough for horses to arrive and 
leave at full gallop. That mostly 
happens in the second-act, when 
the show pretty much mimics the 
stunts of a Wild West show, but 
without the guns, cowboys, and 
Indians. Costuming is mostly 
mystical medieval. Projections of 
rain, forests, coliseums, and other 
atmospheric visuals are displayed 
on a Cinerama-sized cyclorama, 
and snow and leaves occasionally 


fall from devices located high in 
the peaked tent. 

Many of the scenes feature the 
handsome and luxuriously coiffed 
horses doing steps and maneuvers 
that are no doubt difficult to 
achieve, but are not all that spec¬ 
tacular to behold. Tumblers and 
acrobats sometimes ply their 
crafts to add to the visual interest 
of, say, a couple of horses main¬ 
taining a V-formation as they 
walk together for a few yards. 

Frederic Pignon is the show’s 
horse master, and he has several 
solo spots in which he turns hors¬ 
es into playful pups who roll 
around in the sand, and lick his 
face as if it were a giant sugar 
cube. But then he coaxes the sud¬ 
denly less pliant horses into kneel¬ 
ing bows that draw “ahhs” but 
looks uncomfortable for the ani¬ 
mals. 

Cavalia has its moments of en¬ 
chantment and marvel, but the 
former feels manufactured and 
the later comes too infrequently. 
It’s a horse show of a different 
color alright, but that color is a 
muted pastel under the big top. ▼

in the Dark, which Danny Kaye 
first performed.

Latin rhythms and colors 

Salsa\, tango and more out on CD 


by Stephanie von Buchau 


alsa, tango, bossa nova, and 
» Afro-Cuban jazz are among 
/ the Latino popular music 
forms I’ve been familiar with all 
my life. Yet it wasn’t until the as¬ 
cendancy of Astor Piazzolla 
(1921 -92), the Argentine compos¬ 
er and bandoneon virtuoso, that 
purely classical musicians began 
to pay close attention to this trea¬ 
sure trove of rhythms, colors and 
melodies that had been under 
their noses all along. Now that the 
serious record business is in crisis, 
I’m sure some of the Latino-clas¬ 
sical crossover albums that are re¬ 
leased every month were made 
simply to make money. 


Yet many of them are appeal¬ 
ing as a sub-genre of their own. 
Gidon Kremer, the Kronos Quar¬ 
tet (both on Nonesuch), Yo-Yo 
Ma and John Williams (on Sony 
Classical) have produced at least 
two dozen albums among them 


with Latino roots — many of 
them glosses on Piazzolla, though 
to tell the truth, nobody plays Pi¬ 
azzolla like the master himself. 
Ma’s latest Latino adventure, 
Obrigado Brazil (a bestseller and 
2004 Classical Crossover Grammy 
winner) has already spawned a se¬ 
quel, Obrigado Brazil Live in Con¬ 
cert (Sony Classical), that I like 
even better than the studio album. 

That album fueled a world 
tour by Ma and his collaborators, 
Cuban clarinetist and composer 
Paquito D’Rivera, British pianist 


three as well as plays guitar), three 
terrific rhythm numbers by 
D’Rivera and single pieces by Gis- 
monti, Bandolim, Mariano and 
Barroso, plus the lovely “Menino” 
by Sergio Assad.

Kathryn Stott, Brazilian bassist 
Nilson Matta, percussionist Cyro 
Baptista, the Assad brothers gui¬ 
tar duo and bossa nova vocalist 
Rosa Passos. This recording is 
from their Carnegie Hall stop last 
September, and one of the reasons 
I prefer it to the studio album is 
that it opens with Piazzolla’s “Lib- 
ertango,” one of the most exhila¬ 
rating ensemble pieces from the 
master’s repertory. Other Piazzol¬ 
la works include “Tango Suite” 
and “Zita,” both arranged by Ser¬ 
gio Assad for guitar duo and cello. 

There are also three bossa 
novas by the immortal Antonio 
Carlos Jobim (Passos sings all 


sical), a crossover album to end 
them all by three young German 
classical musicians and their 
Cuban percussionist pals. Known 
as the “Klazz Brothers,” the three 
Teutons arrange Mozart, Schu¬ 
bert, Brahms, Bach, Beethoven, 
Chopin, Bizet, Haydn and Rim- 
sky-Korsakov with Afro-Cuban 
rhythms underlined by timbales 
and congas. Some of it just does¬ 
n’t translate to my ear — was 
there ever a piece more square 
than “Fur Elise?” Yet the excerpt 
from Mozart’s G-minor Sympho¬ 
ny in mambo rhythm will keep 
this album on my overcrowded 
shelves. For the curious only. 


The current love affair be¬ 
tween classical musicians and 
Latino music is not confined, 
thankfully, to crossover arrange¬ 
ments. Guitarists in particular are 
attracted to the compositions of 
South and Central America’s 
great, unsung composers. The 
young Scottish guitarist David 
Russell was raised in Menorca, 
which may account for his insinu¬ 
ating ease with Latin rhythms. His 
new album Arie Latino, for Telarc, 
is a series of solos for guitar by fa¬ 
mous composers — Barrios, 
Lauro, Ponce arid Villa-Lobos, but 
also by the Argentines Morel 
(“Sonatina” dedicated to Russell), 
Ramirez, Cardoso and Falu, 
Brazilians Pernambuco and Reis, 
Salvadoran Carlos Payes and 
Paraguayan Pablo Escobar. Rus¬ 
sell’s guitar has a natural, un¬ 
forced sound. 

The king of classical guitarists, 
now that Julian Bream is retired, 
has to be the Aussie John 
Williams. Having recorded every 


classical guitar piece available in 
the last 30 years, Williams has 
turned his musicological skills 
and fleet fingers to Aboriginal, 
African, Cuban and Latino music. 
He doesn’t just play isolated 
pieces; he puts together a seminar 
in cultural history that is also mu¬ 
sically exhilarating because his 
technical expertise is matched by 
genuine love of unusual music. In 
El Diablo Suelto (Sony Classical), 
Williams chooses pieces by 
Venezuelan composers which 
combine a musical heritage from 
indigenous Indians, invading 
Spaniards and African slaves. 

What emerges is a series of 
sensational dances that get every 
bone in your body twitching, plus 
some lovely romantic melodies. 
Except for Antonio Lauro, most of 
these composers are unknown 
outside their country. The 
arrangements are by the leg¬ 
endary Aliria Diaz, and Williams 
is joined in several numbers by 
Alfonso Montes, who plays the 
cuatro, a small, four-stringed gui¬ 
tar known as the Venezuelan na¬ 
tional instrument. Williams’ 
scholarly program notes alone are 
worth the price; the music and 
playing are superb. T

candalous loves affairs. No¬ 
torious lesbians. These are 
' the type of terms that have 
been used by chroniclers of the 
1920s relationship between Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf and Vita Sackville- 
West. But in their letters that 
make up the play Vita & Virginia, 
there is little acknowledgment of 
any big social waves their actions 
may be causing. Their world only 
occasionally intersects with the 
everyday planet revolving on a 
different axis. 

Theatre Rhino is offering the 
Bay Area premiere of Vita & Vir¬ 
ginia in a well-staged and confi¬ 
dently performed production 
that will likely spur many viewers 
to seek these authors’ works, per¬ 
haps especially Woolf’s novel Or¬ 
lando. 

Woolf published the novel in 
1928, just as the love affair be¬ 
tween her and the poet Sackville- 
West was waning under the strain 
of Virginia’s depressions and 
Vita’s other romances. Orlando, 
which plays an important role in 
Vita & Virginia, is a gender-bend¬ 
ing fancified biography of 
Sackville-West in which the title 
character begins as an Eliza¬ 
bethan nobleman who evolves 
into a liberated woman of the 
1920s. 

Orlando is just one example of 
the different playing field that Vita 
and Virginia lived out their lives 
and careers. Much of this comes 
through in their letters, in which 
ardor is mixed with a literary 
panache that can sometimes 
trump the sentiment. After receiv¬ 
ing a warm letter from Virginia, 
Vita replies, “I nearly dropped a 
tear in my poached egg.” 

Taking charge 

Actress Eileen Atkins adapted 
two decades of letters into the play 
that was first staged in England in 
1992 and was seen in New York in 
1994 with Atkins as Virginia and 
Vanessa Redgrave as Vita. 

Vita was the dynamic one of 
the pair, eagerly finding adven¬ 
tures in Persia, Afghanistan, or 
Hollywood with her diplomat 
(and homosexual) husband. This 
comes across strongly in Jennifer 
Grimes’ charged performance 
that creates a Vita who is a life 
force Her witty bravado is part of 
an armor. 

Carolyn Cox offers a warm 
take on the troubled Virginia, and 
finally reveals the internalized 
emotional fires as her relation¬ 
ship with Vita runs into resent¬ 
ments and jealousies. 

Director Gemma Whelan does 
a good job at keeping the episto¬ 
lary nature of the play from be¬ 
coming static, and at times Vita 
and Virginia appear to sharing 
the same space (and several deep 
kisses). More importantly, Whe¬ 
lan keeps the emotional tones on 
track. 

Vita & Virginia is not exactly 
an exciting play, at least not in fa¬ 
miliar ways, but it is a play of ex¬ 
pansive emotions expressed with 
uncommon literacy. And it cer¬ 
tainly makes you want to know 
more about these extraordinary 
women. ▼

Still Holding by Bruce Wagner 
(Simon & Schuster, $25) 

ollywood has spawned a 
whole category of fiction 
that includes everyone 
from trashy Jackie Collins to clas¬ 
sic Nathaniel West. In so many 
novels set in Tinseltown, charac¬ 
ters are thinly veiled real-life 
celebrities, and they come across 
as archetypes of the modern age. 
Our adoration and the mighty, 
multimillion-dollar salaries are 
examples of the trust we place in 
film stars. We yearn for their suc¬ 
cesses and resent it with the kind 
of evil bitchery that pervades a 


nonfiction recounting like Ken¬ 
neth Anger’s pointed classic Hol¬ 
lywood Babylon. 

Much of the literary appeal of 
Bruce Wagner’s novels is his mix¬ 
ture of all those genres. He’s a 
powerful writer whose fixation on 
the locus of the entertainment in¬ 
dustry is a deeply observed mix¬ 
ture of gossip, social satire and 
unflinching soul-searching. Wag¬ 
ner has titled the books in his 
noted Hollywood trilogy after 
cell-phone phrases — I’m Losing 
You, I’ll Let You Go, and his latest, 
Still Holding — and the duality of 
those statements is the writer’s 
stock-in-trade. The novels depict 
the Industry town as a vast 
plateau of lost souls, people 
yearning not only for fame,

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wealth and power, but a sense of 
spiritual redemption, not to men¬ 
tion their physical well-being. 
Often, these elements come to¬ 
gether in duplicitous Hollywood 
benefit galas, something Wagner 
has included in other books. In 
Still Holding, there are movie- 
colony fundraising tributes and 
visits from Tibetan monks with 
star-studded audiences who paid 
their personal assistants a.pittance 
to find them front-row seats. 

Duplicity, it turns out, is a re¬ 
current theme here. As in a 
Robert Altman film, Wagner sets 
up a loosely interwoven group of 
characters that revolves around 
Kit Lightfoot, a Brad Pitt beauty 
with a Richard Gere interest in 
Buddhism; and Viv Wembly, a 
glam careerist fiance who stars in 
a Friends- like sitcom called To¬ 
gether. Lightfoot has a serious 
spiritual practice that is easily ex¬ 
ploitable in the tabloids but does¬ 
n’t quite get him roles in street- 
cred-building indie films. 

Wagner freely mixes his fic¬ 
tional characters with actual 
movie-biz celebs, putting Light¬ 
foot in the position of being con¬ 
sidered for the next Darren 
Aronofsky film, about a famous 
personage who is stricken with 
brain damage. Lo and behold, life 
imitates art as Kit suffers a serious 
head injury after dismissing a 
loose-cannon autograph hound. 
Struggles for normal speech pat¬ 
terns are accompanied by public 
expressions of sadness from fol¬ 
lowers, whose interest also mobi¬ 
lizes armies of ambulance-chasing 
paparazzi. 

Spirit world 

Kit is positioned as a spiritual 



leader — during his difficult con¬ 
valescence, he’s visited by Ram 
Dass and Robert Thurman, Uma’s 
Zen-scholar dad — although 
Wagner points to the problematic 
nature of belief, especially in Hol¬ 
lywood. In another narrative 
strand, Lisanne McCadden, an 
overweight assistant for a power¬ 
ful Industry attorney, becomes 
fixated on the movie star and his 
spiritual connections, her fan¬ 
tasies commingling Teen Beat and 
Tantric sex, brawn and Buddhism. 
But Lisanne’s tenuous sanity, her 
deep fears of flying, and issues of 
self-esteem lead her to shopping 
trips to the Bodhi Tree, a famous 
LA spiritual bookstore, where she 
takes scriptures far too literally. 

The tragicomic realm of 
celebrity lookalikes takes on a 
double-edged meaning here. An¬ 
other pivotal plotline involves an 
aspiring young actress who’s a 
dead ringer for Drew Barrymore 
and gets work in that identity. The 
doppelganger, while working a car 
show, meets cute a sexy Russell 
Crowe impostor, whose bad-boy 
antics are many steps below the 
actual star’s on the outlaw scale. 
Faux Drew and Russell end up co- 


habitating and co-starring in a 
new Spike Jonze film on the 
theme of celeb lookalikes. With 
this development, Wagner again 
points to the ways in which stars 
become deities, with acolytes 
serving as stand-ins for devotion. 
A Barbra, for example, recalls a 
story in which Streisand’s real 
mom hung out with her when her 
daughter wasn’t available. 

Where his other books have 
seemed almost operatic in a rich, 
sometimes overwrought prose 
style, Wagner here simplifies a bit 
to enumerate current Hollywood 
properties. The new book is full of 
date-stamped references to specif¬ 
ic films and television shows, Ben- 
nifer and Sofia Coppola, creating 
cause to wonder how the book will 
read, say, next month. Clearly the 
decision to rely on such perishable 
tidbits is quite conscious on the 
author’s part, as it sets up a con¬ 
trast between the enduring appeal 
of spiritual enlightenment with 
fleeting fame. Yet the book’s re¬ 
liance on Variety subscriptions 
doesn’t always make so solid a case. 

Wagner has always reveled in 
the abject, and this book has its 
fair share of vivid sequences that 
describe corporeal extremes — 
projectile vomit, uncontrollable 
bowels, self-mutilation, bloody 
gang-bangs and knowingly de¬ 
scribed homo hospital-room 
rape. Still Holding is chock-full of 
salacious ingredients, but the tone 
is almost moral, if not exactly 
hopeful. The characters face tri¬ 
umphs of success as much as 
nose-dives into madness and 
tragedy. This may not be Wagner’s 
masterpiece, but he’s worth hold¬ 
ing on the line for a next install¬ 
ment. Y

Beyond Shame: Reclaiming the 
Abandoned History of Radical 
Gay Sexuality by Patrick Moore; 
Beacon Press, $25 

| t the very beginning of And 

; the Band Played On, his 
. monumental history of 
AIDS, Randy Shilts describes the 
day that ships from all over the 
world entered New York harbor 
for the 1976 US Bicentennial cel¬ 
ebration. In Shilts’ narrative, the 
arrival of these ships, and the. 
sailors on^hem, is emblematic of 
the unique set of factors that gave 
rise to the AIDS epidemic. Their 
arrival also serves as a metaphor 
for the beginning of the end 
(though no one realized it at the 
time) of the sexual freedom of the 
1970s. The notion that the gay 
sexual culture of “The Me 
Decade” caused AIDS has become 
a standard trope of recent social 
history. Many conservative and 
radical right observers have taken 
the “promiscuity = AIDS” argu¬ 
ment even further, casting AIDS, 
in moral terms, as punishment for 
an era of irresponsibility and he¬ 
donism. 

In the above-mentioned read¬ 
ing of history, then, one of the ter¬ 
rible legacies of AIDS is shame. In 
his new book, Beyond Shame: Re¬ 
claiming the Abandoned History of 
Radical Gay Sexuality, Patrick 
Moore posits a new interpretation 
of the gay sex culture of the 1970s 
that attempts to liberate gay men 
from a post-AIDS case of collec¬ 



tive bad faith. 

In his introduction to the 
book, Moore states his thesis 
straightforwardly; “This book is 
an attempt to encourage gay peo¬ 
ple to see the sexual experimenta¬ 
tion of the ’70s as a powerful and 
laudable part of our legacy, rather 
than as an act of self-destruction.” 
In later chapters, he asserts it 
more boldly. He describes the gay 
sex culture of the ’70s as political¬ 
ly charged “performance art” that 
was not only in the process of re¬ 
defining gay sexuality in radically 
new terms, but also had the po¬ 
tential to transform heterosexual 
erotic life. Moore believes that it’s 
necessary to acknowledge this 
radical project for what it was, 
and what it could have become. 
While he concedes that the sexual 
exploration of the ’60s and ’70s 
crossed into all categories of ori¬ 
entation and gender identity, he 
maintains that “gay male sex, now 


so entirely identified with AIDS, is 
in particular need of a corrective.” 

Sex terrain 

In administering this correc¬ 
tive, Moore offers an explication 
of some of the notable elements 
of the ’70s-era gay male sexual 
culture, particularly the sex clubs 
of the time. He devotes separate 
chapters to such famed New York 
locales as The Mineshaft and The 
Saint, and to San Francisco’s Cat¬ 
acombs. (He also examines, in 
other chapters, the films of Fred 
Halsted and the social texture of 
the East Village.) In discussing all 
of these unique sexual territories, 
Moore makes the claim that one 
of the “creative accomplishments” 
they allowed was the subversion 
of heterosexual values. This ob¬ 
servation has certainly been made 
before, but not in the context of 
Moore’s argument, i.e., that the 
particular gay sexual culture of 
the time was a product of unique 
historical circumstances, that it 
had the immediacy and force of 
an artistic movement, and that it 
had the potential to create a new 
world for everyone. 

Given his subject matter, it 
would be easy for Moore to lapse 
into the academically-induced 
jargon that typifies much current 
social and cultural history. 
Moore’s prose is thankfully free of 
such posturing. But Beyond 
Shame is scholarly, in its own way. 
Moore refers often to formidable 
sources like Michel Foucault’s 
History of Sexuality. But he also 
cites less academic voices such as

| | hy do gay men react to 
movies differently from 
other people? In Fabu¬ 
lous! A Loving, Luscious, and 
Lighthearted Look at Film from the 
Gay Perspective (Broadway Books, 
$16.95), Donald F. Reuter pro¬ 
vides some answers to this in¬ 
triguing question. 

In his coy and gushy introduc¬ 
tion, Reuter says that as the most 
marginalized and invisible group 
of the 20th century, gay men nat¬ 
urally responded differently to 
films. We looked at male stars as 
sex objects, and therefore identi¬ 
fied with female stars in romantic 
situations. This was likely true 
even for gay men who otherwise 
didn’t identify with women. Yet 
many male stars women found 
romantic, like Fred Astaire or 
David Niven, weren’t sexually de¬ 
sirable to gay men. 

For gays who did identify with 
women emotionally, certain ac¬ 
tresses had special appeal — 
those who were sexually aggres¬ 
sive or impossibly glamorous 
(Mae West, Marlene Dietrich); 
dominant and successful in a 
man’s world (Joan Crawford, 
Bette Davis, Barbara Stanwyck); 
victimized survivors (Judy Gar¬ 
land); beautiful rebels who broke 
the rules and got away with it 
(Elizabeth Taylor); or boyish, ele¬ 
gant sophisticates (Audrey Hep¬ 
burn). Comparatively recent 
icons, like Barbra Streisand and 
Cher, both of whom would sym¬ 
bolize ugly-duckling-to-swan 
makeovers, reached out to gay 
males and were embraced by 
them.

John Waters and Cookie Mueller. 
He draws, as well, upon novels 
and memoirs that chronicle the 
time, such as Brad Gooch’s The 
Golden Age of Promiscuity, Felice 
Picano’s A House on the Ocean, A 
House on the Bay, and Edmund 
White’s The Farewell Symphony. 
Moore should also be credited for 
his painstaking efforts to cite such 
small but influential publications 
of the time as Fag Rag and Queens 
Quarterly. 

Though his research is solid, 
Moore does not claim to be an 
historian. Because he did not ac- 


Reuter’s answers as to why this 
happens are inconsistent and 
vague. In addressing the question 
he raises, he provides such a wide 
range of examples that a reader 
may conclude that a movie exists 
for every gay male .to view in his 
unique way. No kidding. Despite 
that, Fabulous! has some enter¬ 
taining insights and refreshing se¬ 
lections — and even more sur¬ 
prising omissions. 

Reuter’s choices are, appropri¬ 
ately, highly personal, although 
many of the usual suspects ap¬ 
pear: All About Eve (’50), Sunset 
Boulevard (’50), The Women (’39) 
and Thelma and Louise (’91). He 
also picks some surprises, like The 
Sound of Music (’65), although his 
argument on its behalf fails. 
Omitted, on the other hand, are 
Something for Everyone (’69) in 
which Michael York plays a ser¬ 
vant who seduces a countess (An¬ 
gela Lansbury) and her son; or the 
hilarious adaptation of Terence 
McNally’s The Ritz (76), about a 
gay New York bathhouse in the 
pre-AIDS era. He deliberately ex¬ 
cludes films like Priscilla, Queen of 
the Desert (’96), My Beautiful 
Launderette (’85), The Boys in the 
Band (’70), because they were 
aimed at the “gay market.” (Who 
did he think the audience was 
going to be for Cant Stop the 
Music (’80), which is included?)

Suddenly, Last Summer (’59) is 
one of Reuter’s choices, but his 
discussion of Tennessee Williams 
is flawed. He accepts one of the 
homophobic criticisms leveled at 
the playwright by some straight 
reviewers: that his women were 
actually drag queens, that “real” 


tually experience the milieu that 
he writes about, his book is not a 
memoir. But it is an extended 
elegy, of sorts, haunted as it is by 
the prospect of “what might have 
been.” It even concludes with a 
long list (like an extended tomb¬ 
stone) of the many creative peo¬ 
ple who lost their lives, and were 
lost to us, because of AIDS. 
(Moore devotes a portion of the 
book to explaining the work of 
The Estate Project for Artists with 
AIDS, the group that commis¬ 
sioned it.) Beyond Shame is a fas¬ 
cinating fusion of social, cultural, 
sexual and even art history. And 
it’s a valuable reinterpretation of 
a crucial phase in 20th-century 
gay life. ▼ 
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women didn’t behave like 
Blanche Du Bois, Maggie the Cat, 
and Alexandra del Lago. That 
claim is nonsense. In fact, 
Williams’ women gave voice to 
feelings, especially sexual ones, 
that are now commonplace. Gay 
men did identify with his women, 
in part because his plots often in¬ 
volved homosexuality, but even 
more because of the universality 
of their emotions. 

Fabulous! correctly mentions 
director Douglas Sirk’s appeal to 
gay men, choosing Imitation of 
Life (’59) to argue his case. This 
overwrought camp melodrama 
has all the virtues of grand opera 
except music, but isn’t nearly as 
gay as All That Heaven Allows 
(’55), in which Rock Hudson’s re¬ 
luctance to wed Jane Wyman has 
a subtext that was obvious to in¬ 
formed audiences then, and is as¬ 
tonishing and funny today. 

Reuter is stronger discussing 
why forgotten hits, like The Best 
of Everything (’59) or Where the 
Boys Are (’60), and musicals like 
A Star Is Born (’54), Cabaret (72) 
and Chicago (’02), appeal to us; 
and he does an excellent job on 
Cobra Woman (’44). His juxtapo¬ 
sition of Mildred Pierce (’45) and 
Mommie Dearest (’81) is original 
and thoughtful. 

The appeal of Boogie Nights 
(’97) is accurately assessed, but 
his analysis of Cary Grant in Mr. 
Blandings Builds His Dream 
House (’48) fails to mention a key 
point made by Pauline Kael: how

often in his movies Grant was 
pursued by aggressive women. 
She implied that this was an ob¬ 
vious hint at Grant’s homosexu¬ 
ality. It also challenges Reuter’s 
assertion that Montgomery Clift 
was the most important gay actor 
in Hollywood history. 


Despite these caveats, Reuter’s 
book is a must for anyone inter¬ 
ested in movies and their appeal, 
whether to gay audiences or oth¬ 
ers. It raises excellent questions 
that will stimulate lively discus¬ 
sions. And that is indeed Fabu¬ 
lous! ▼

stars, how could she not become 
Woolf? I, for one, was unmoved. 

We know the Academy loves 
hookers and alcoholics, but why do 
they go gaga when beautiful 
women toss aside their compacts 
and paste? Is it a surprise that some 
lookers have talent?

There’s a raft full of less-gorgeous 
contemporary actresses who have 
heretofore been more interesting 
than either Kidman or Theron: Lili 
Taylor, Jennifer Jason Leigh, Toni 
Collette, Frances McDormand, 11- 
leana Douglas, Amanda Plummer, 
and Chloe Sevigny come to mind.

Tart history 

There is an established history 
of Oscars bestowed upon babes 
who dress down onscreen. The 
delicately beautiful Luise Rainer 
impersonated a gaunt Chinese 
peasant, complete with narrow¬ 
ing eyeliner, for ’37’s The Good 
Earth, and it’s hard not to feel 
that both Barbara Stanwyck ( Stel¬ 
la Dallas ) and Greta Garbo 
(Camille ) were robbed that year. 
Grace Kelly wore frumpy sweaters 
and a sneer for The Country Girl 
in ’54, and was suddenly hailed as 
a great dramatic actress. Ditto 
Sophia Loren for her wartime 


rape victim in Two Women (’61). 
Halle Berry suspended her 
Revlon contract long enough to 
deglam for Monster’s Ball in 2001, 
and it paid off spectacularly. Eliz¬ 
abeth Taylor put on pounds, a 
salt-and-pepper fright-wig, and 
aging makeup for her bravura 
turn as Martha, the harpy incar¬ 
nate of ’66’s Who Afraid of Vir¬ 


ginia Woolf? The performance is 
unforgettable, but it was her last 
stop on the Oscar train. Though 
she is now the most beloved liv¬ 
ing icon of old Hollywood, her 
career veered due south post- 
Martha.

mostly uses 20th-century songs by 
Sondheim, Loesser, and other 
musical notables.

attention, and he began putting 
together acts that would take him 
into New York’s cabaret rooms.

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Wedding bells, 
civil rights

Civil Wars: A Battle for Gay 
Marriage by David Moats; Har- 
court, $25 

I \n these weeks when Mayor 
Gavin Newsom sounds the 
charge for gay marriage while 
openly gay member of Congress 
Barney Frank warns us to prepare 
for a backlash, it’s instructive to 
open a book by a straight Cali¬ 
fornian turned New Englander 
detailing how we got to this place. 

David Moats grew up in San 
Mateo, graduated from UC Santa 
Barbara and served in the Peace 
Corps before moving to Rutland, 
Vermont. A writer equally adept 
at quoting Harvey Milk as Martin 
Luther King, Moats outlines Ver¬ 
mont’s revolutionary roots. In 
1777, Ethan Allen led his Green 
Mountain Boys in a fight not just 
against the British, but also resist¬ 
ing claims on Vermont by the 
neighboring Royal colonies of 
New York and New Hampshire. 
Allen would rule an independent 
Vermont Republic until 1791, 
thus giving the future state an ex¬ 
ceptional history shared only by 
Texas and California. Two hun¬ 
dred years later, a descendent of 
Ethan Allen would lend his name 
to a revolutionary lawsuit. 

In Civil Wars, Moat’s gripping 
account of the struggle to achieve 
gay marriage in Vermont, the au¬ 
thor recalls a quietSunday morn¬ 
ing in 1993 when a male voice cut 
through the silence of a Quaker 
meeting in Middlebury. 

‘“I have something to say.’ The 
speaker was Stan Baker. He and 
his wife, Priscilla, Were close 
friends with many of the regulars 
at Sunday meetings. But Priscilla 
was not there this morning. 

‘“It’s very hard,’ Baker said. 
‘But I want to tell you I am com¬ 
ing out as a gay man, and my 
marriage to Priscilla is ending.’” 

Four years later, Stan Baker 
would be in a deeply committed 
relationship with another man, 
and his name would be attached 
to a lawsuit seeking to allow same- 
sex couples to marry under exist¬ 
ing Vermont law. As Moats suc¬ 
cinctly explains, the Baker case 
didn’t come out of nowhere, but 
was the result of years, in fact 
decades of struggle to legitimize 
the status of the Green Mountain 
State’s fledgling queer communi¬ 
ty. Over the years, Vermont had 
granted its gay and lesbian citi¬ 
zens the right to adopt children, 
anti-discrimination protection, 
and the extension of hate-crime 
laws. The fight over the ability to 
marry would mark a dramatic 
break from years of creeping 
progress towards gay equality and, 
like the Green Mountain Boys, 
would pit neighbor against 
neighbor, brother against brother, 
and spark a forest-fire of debate 
that would upset the political sta¬ 
tus quo and challenge the com¬ 
passion and leadership skills of a 
Democratic candidate for Presi¬ 
dent.

Vermont vibrations 

Moats explains how the fight 
for gay marriage in Vermont was 
led by a lesbian lawyer team who 
recruited a pair of female couples 
to join Stan Baker and his lover, 
putting a human face on the law¬ 
suit. Lawyers Beth Robinson and 
Susan Murray racked up millions 
of dollars in pro bono expenses 
for their law firm, painstakingly 
constructing a case for same-sex 
marriage that would avoid the 
pitfalls that had defeated similar 
efforts in Hawaii. 

Moats won a Pulitzer Prize for 
the Rutland Herald for his edito¬ 
rials tracking the contentious bat¬ 
tle as it left the courts and nestled 
like an unexploded hand grenade 
inside the committee rooms of 
the imposing Capitol building in 
Montpelier. Moats has an incisive 
writing style that in bursts of 
short but emotionally charged 
sentences details the tricky job of 
uniting a state with a range of 
lifestyles and ideological fault 
lines as complicated as California, 
but confined to a territory just 
slightly larger than the Bay Area, 
with a population smaller than 
San Francisco. 

While humor is not his long 
suit, Moats surprises with a por¬ 
trait of Howard Dean that con¬ 
firms the picture of the prickly 
candidate of the past year. At a key 
point in the debate when it ap¬ 
pears that two Democratic state 
senators had gotten cold feet over 
the prospect of passing the civil 
unions bill, it was Governor Dean 
who lit a fire under their asses. 

“Senator Shumlin said that 
when he brought up the idea of a 
delay, Dean’s neck and face turned 
red. ‘The veins were popping out 
of his neck,’ Shumlin said. As 
Shumlin remembered it, Dean 
told them, ‘Peter and Dick, every 
once in a while you have an op¬ 
portunity to change history and 
do the right thing. And that’s what 
we’re going to do.’ Shumlin said 
Dean was not ordinarily an emo¬ 
tional man, but in this instance he 
was furious. Shumlin and Sears 
left the meeting knowing there 
was no choice but to act.” 

Moats adds that while Dean 
would eventually sign the civil 
unions bill in private, or as some 
gay observers derisively noted, “in 
the closet,” the governor made a 
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spirited public statement rallying 
state opinion in support of the 
bill. 

Finally, a significant value of 
Moat’s account comes from his 
shrewd analysis of just what was 
and was not accomplished in Ver¬ 
mont. Noting that the very term 
“civil unions” was invented on the 
spot to avoid the divisive label of 
marriage as well as what some 
queer supporters felt the demean¬ 
ing name “domestic unions,” 
Moats quotes a leading gay civil 
rights expert in a prophetic cri¬ 
tique of why Vermont was an im¬ 
portant victory, yet still just half a 
loaf: Evan Wolfson of the Free¬ 
dom to Marry Collaborative says, 
“In Vermont, we won gay mar¬ 
riage, but I don’t want gay mar¬ 
riage. I want marriage.” 

Moats contrasts Evan’s all-or- 
nothing fervor with the pragmat¬ 
ic analysis of Yale law professor 
William N. Eskridge, Jr. Alluding 
to the nasty debate that barely car¬ 
ried the day for civil unions in Ver¬ 
mont, Eskridge “rejected the no¬ 
tion that civil unions paralleled 
the ‘separate but equal’ regime of 
the Jim Crow South.” Moats con¬ 
cluded that “in Eskridge’s view, 
Vermonters would learn by prac¬ 
tice, that equal rights for gays and 
lesbians were not damaging to 
Vermont society or values, and 
eventually the practice of equality 
would lead to the full realization 
of constitutional rights. ‘So equal¬ 
ity comes on little cat’s feet.’” T 
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Old recordings, 
new punch

§P^ ans were slowly adjusting to 
gp the sharp decline in new, 
& studio-recorded complete 
opera CD sets over the past few 
years when word leaked out that 
EMI planned to record its last 
ever, a Tristan und Isolde with Pla- 
cido Domingo and Christine 
Brewer, this year. It was like hear¬ 
ing that Ford was stopping mak¬ 
ing cars or Carter its little liver 
pills. A nuclear arms black-mar¬ 
ket and now this? How much can 
one be expected to bear? 

Increasingly, enterprising 
companies (including EMI) are 
releasing live recordings, includ¬ 
ing important ones from the past. 
Curiously enough, two sterling 
examples — Orfeo’s first-time 
CDs of the Herbert von Karajan- 
conducted Tristan that opened 
the second post-war Bayreuth 
Festival in 1952, and Testament’s 
first-ever release of an Otto Klem¬ 
perer-led Beethoven Fidelio live 
from Covent Garden in 1961 .— 
compete directly with legendary 
EMI recordings. In splendid 


sound despite their vintages, these 
are not historical oddities for “al¬ 
ternative” listening but, rather, in¬ 
terpretations to live with. 

The Furtwangler Tristan (an 
EMI Great Recording of the Cen¬ 
tury) long considered the bench¬ 
mark was only a month in the can 
when the young Karajan took the 
subterranean Bayreuth podium on 
July 23,1952, to conduct Wieland 
Wagner’s new Tristan. He had 
more to prove than that he had lit¬ 
erally discarded his two Nazi party 
memberships, and responded with 
one of the most vital Tristans ever 
captured by the microphone. More 
important than its being timeless 
is how immediate it is. Karajan’s is 
a feral, predatory realization of a 
dangerous score that also has the 
chops to relax for the conversa¬ 
tional passages. 

Wagner’s words have rarely 
emerged so clearly, or registered 
with such impact, as they do here. 
Glorious as the Festspiel Orches¬ 
tra is, this is a drama-centered ac¬ 
count of a work that, today, those 
who can sing and play can’t act, 
and vice versa. The Isolde, Martha 
Modi, a legendary singer barely 


remembered today, is electrifying, 
singing and phrasing faultlessly 
without losing the edge that 
comes from the dread of having 
five hours of this fearsome role 
roiling in your guts. There is none 
of the what-me-worry? off-hand¬ 
edness of Jane Eaglen’s almost ca¬ 
sual Isolde. This is a raging, des¬ 
perate, love-addled woman who, 
her magical powers notwith¬ 
standing, earns every shred of her 
famous transcendence. 

Chilean tenor Rambn Vinay 
has the baritonal heft true 
Heldentenors bring to this killer 
role, and, like Modi, is vocally om¬ 
nipotent here. Instead of showing 
off, he intrepidly prowls the cavi¬ 
ties of Tristan’s tortured psyche 
with fearless insight, judiciously 
saving the bone-rattling outbursts 
for select moments. The love duet 
is among the most urgent ever 
recorded, at least until Helga Der- 
rtesch’s and Jon Vickers’ for Kara¬ 
jan 20 years later.

Talking music with Jonatha Brooke

j I fter two successful self-re- 

> leased discs, Live and the 
' 1 harder-edged Steady Pull, 
Jonatha Brooke has returned with 
the stellar Back in the Circus (Bad 
Dog/Verve). This collection of 
originals and covers will touch lis¬ 
teners in ways that are unique to 
Brooke. While her devoted and 
diverse following will have no dif¬ 
ficulty immediately connecting to 
Brooke’s own songs, her stirring 
reinterpretations of songs by Alan 
Parson (“Eye in the Sky”), James 
Taylor (“Fire and Rain”) and 
Brian Wilson (“God Only 
Knows”) may cause the biggest 
stir. 

Gregg Shapiro: There are circus 
references in both the new CD's 
title track and the song "No Net 
Below." Why is the circus a 
metaphor for you? 

Jonatha Brooke: Pretty much 
anything you want it to be a 
metaphor for, the circus will do! 
About a year and a half ago I got 
remarried, so I entered that circus 
again — which is the best of cir¬ 
cuses. And I moved to New York, 
which is certainly a circus. Just 
putting out a new record is kind 
of like getting back into the fray. 
It’s a very cyclical thing. Once the 
record is out, you are a road dog, 
traveling town to town, shaking 
hands, gripping and grinning, and 
trying to get your stuff out there. 

Few songwriters can express 
heartbreak better than you, and 
you continue to mine great songs 
from heartache. And yet, here you 
are newly re-married, so how does 
that work? 

Yeah, what’s up with that, 
right? I have no idea, because I’m 
incredibly in love and I’m in a 
very happy place! But I continue 
to be drawn to dark subject mat-

break, complicated emotions, and 
strange, messed-up relationships. 
That seems to be way more inter¬ 
esting than a happy song. I tend to 
go there. People really connect to 
powerful emotion, and that’s my 
gig. Everyone loves “Incon¬ 
solable.” It’s their favorite break¬ 
up song. 

When I was demo-ing the first 
few songs, I fell in love with the 
sound of weird drum loops and 
samples. It was somehow a more 
contained drum sound, more in¬ 
timate. I loved the balance of my 
vocals being really front and cen¬ 
ter, right in your face, closely 
miked, and these loops. I thought 
it was really poignant somehow. 
That became the template for my 
record. I tried live drums on some 
of the songs and they sounded 
wrong. I messed around with 
loops and samples. They’re great 
samples; they’re not cheesy. 
They’re somehow in the same 
realm that my voice is. 

Since you're well-known as a 
singer/songwriter, it was surpris¬ 
ing to discover three cover tunes 


on the new disc. Your version of 
Alan Parsons' "Eye in the Sky" 
has a torch-song quality to it. 

I’m not a cover-song person, 
because the songs I most love I 
would never go near. But people 
kept throwing these ideas at me. 
My guitar player, Goffrey Moore, 
said that he had this cool idea for 
“Fire and Rain.” “Eye in the Sky” 
is a really gorgeous song, and you 
never really knew it, because the 
production was so overwhelming 
and the delivery was sort of cold 
and brittle. I thought, “These 
aren’t songs that I’would have 
thought of on my own, so I’m not 
really attached to them, and I can 
really make them different.” 

2004 looks like it will be a good 
year for female singer/songwrit¬ 
ers, with new releases by women 
from across the spectrum, includ¬ 
ing Janis Ian, representing one 
generation — 

Oh, awesome! 

— and Norah Jones representing 
another, and you smack dab in 
the middle. 

I’m holding up the rope. I 
think it’s a really open time for in¬ 
telligent music. I think the public 
is so sick of this crap, the mind¬ 
less, bubbly pop. It’s tough be¬ 
cause radio is so consolidated, it’s 
hard for the indies to get through. 
We can’t really pay for radio play. 
But I think there is a real hunger 
for substance. You can be sexy in a 
turtleneck; you don’t have to show 
everything. I’m on a campaign for 
sexy, intelligent music with 
clothes on. 

Just look at Diane Keaton in 
Something's Gotta Give. 

Exactly! How sexy was she? She 
was the bomb. I love that movie! ▼

More New Age music on disc

he category of New Age 
music has undergone a 
rapid and profound meta¬ 
morphosis. New Age was origi¬ 
nally coined to describe an era in 
which culturally-conditioned di¬ 
visions and hierarchies based on 
sex, race, nationality, sexual pref¬ 
erence, age, etc., are transcended 
by a universal appreciation of in¬ 
terconnectedness and respect. Gay 
liberation father Harry Hay called 
this the replacement of “object- 
object” consciousness with “sub¬ 
ject-subject” consciousness. Like¬ 
wise, New Age music initially re¬ 
ferred to music that helped align 
listeners with the universal con¬ 
sciousness of sister-, brother-, and 
planethood. 

Alas, those seeking to maxi¬ 
mize profits soon discovered that 
such higher ideals are antithetical 
to building huge corporate em¬ 
pires. New Age music devolved 
into a watered-down category 
that encompassed anything laid- 
back, mellow, or cool. Take your 
usual easy-listening schlock, 
throw in some birds, bubbling 
streams and synthesized strings, 
and voila, you’ve got New Age 
music. In other words, package 
the aural equivalent of Prozac. 

Here is an eclectic assemblage 
of uplifting, potentially transfor¬ 
mational recordings that get to 
the heart of what healing and the 
New Age are all about. 

Michael Hoppe - Solace (Spring 
Hill Music) As the Prague Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra plays the open¬ 
ing to Michael Hoppe’s “The Ma¬ 
jestic Land,” the first of 12 origi¬ 
nal compositions, you may think 
you’re listening to Dvorak or per¬ 



haps to a classic movie sound¬ 
track. Given the composer/key¬ 
boardist’s background, which in¬ 
cludes scoring music for HBO’s 
The Sopranos and several feature 
films, those influences are present 
in spades. But amidst the un¬ 
abashed romanticism, sentimen¬ 
tality, and sameness of melodic 
line lies a genuine breath of solace 
and comfort.

Riley Lee & Satsuki Odamura 
- Picture Dreams (New World 
Music) This exquisite issue marks 
the 10th anniversary of collabora¬ 
tions between shakukachi master 
Riley Lee and koto player Satsuki 
Odamura. The Texas-born Lee 
spent eight years studying in 
Japan, becoming the first non- 
Japanese to attain the rank of 
Grand Master (Dai Slihapi) in the 
shakuhachi bamboo flute tradi¬ 


tion. He has since released 30 
recordings, and performed in Lin¬ 
coln Center, Boston Symphony 
Hall, and the Sydney Opera 
House. The equally adept 
Odamura left Japan in 1988 to be¬ 
come a key figure in increasing 
appreciation for the koto. She set¬ 
tled in Australia, where she teach¬ 
es when not performing through¬ 
out the world. 

The seven extended composi¬ 
tions on this disc are distin¬ 
guished by a spareness of instru¬ 
mentation that heightens their 
emotional impact. Titles include 
an interpretation of Miyagi’s fa¬ 
mous “Spring Sea” and the origi¬ 
nal title-track, inspired by the 
sound of the late autumn wind at 
a mountain temple. Beautiful, 
serene music of the highest order. 



Ej Mills Brennan - Breath of 
Prayers III (cdbaby.com) Ej 
Mills Brennan, a member of the 
Mashpee Wampanoag tribe in 
the Northeast woodlands, writes 
lovely, soulful compositions that 
speak of love, nature and the fate 
of our planet. Six instrumental 
works, ranging from “Candle Lit” 
for solo piano to others that mix 
piano, flute, wood flute, and

Bruce & Brian BecVar - The 
Magic of Healing Music (Shin¬ 
ing Star Music) In the course of 
collaborating with David Simon at 
the Chopra Center for Well Being, 
Deepak Chopra, MD, asked the 
BecVar brothers to create music to 
complement the center’s healing 
work. Three albums resulted: 
Vata, Pitta, and Kapha. Each con¬ 
tains morning and evening music 
designed to complement the three 
operating principles ( doshas ) of 
Ayurvedic Medicine, and are 
played to help bring the natural 
forces that govern our lives into 


balance. The music, 120 minutes 
total, is available in both this two- 
CD set or on three separate CDs. 

The differences among the 
three doshas — Vata controls 
movement, Pitta controls metab¬ 
olism, and Kapha controls struc¬ 
ture — determine the energy of 
the compositions. “Morning Vata” 
lolls along relaxed, “Pitta” bubbles 
along in a calming manner, and 
“Kapha” is decidedly more ener¬ 
getic. Mellower are the evening se¬ 
lections, to my mind more musi¬ 
cally satisfying. Instrumentation 
is acoustic guitars, Shakti harp, 
bass, keyboards, recorder and 
flute. The booklet helps you un¬ 
derstand which tracks may most 
help balance your constitution.

Front and center at the gayest straight film fest

esbian spies! Incestuous boy 
bands! Nympho terrorists! 
1« And that was just the line at 
the box office! 

The 2004 Sundance Film Fes¬ 
tival was one of the gayest in re¬ 
cent memory. Not only was a 
healthy crop of groundbreaking 
queer films unveiled, but the 
artists who made them, the dis¬ 
tributors who clamored for them, 
and the journalists who couldn’t 
stop asking questions about them 
schmoozed in a centralized set¬ 
ting for the first time. Located in 
the heart of the festival, near Main 
Street in Park City, Utah, the 
Queer Lounge invited everyone 
— the Machiavellian power play¬ 
er, the tortured auteur, the simple- 
minded cineaste — to a 10-day 
round of coffee-fueled meta-net¬ 
working atop shag rugs, bean bags 
and cushy couches. 

The door to the Queer Lounge 
was outfitted with a small sign in 
bold lettering: “Straights Wel¬ 
come.” It was a joke that seemed 
to befit the entire queer-eyed fes¬ 
tival, where nearly one-fifth of the 
255 accepted films had gay themes 
(or were of significant gay inter¬ 


est). Not since 1991, when Todd 
Hayne’s Poison won the dramatic 
competition and Paris Is Burning 
won the documentary competi¬ 
tion, has it been so cool to be gay 
in Park City. That year’s infamous 
“Homos Away From Home” party 
was even reincarnated! But let’s 
get to the most notable LGBT 
films of Sundance 2004, many of 
which will trickle into queer film 
festivals before reaching art-house 
theaters, home DVD players, and 
cable outlets in the coming year. 

Two gay-themed films com¬ 
peted in the dramatic category. 
Rodney Evans’ Brother to Brother, 
a heartfelt exploration into the life 
of a black gay artist (Anthony 
Mackie) living amidst the Harlem 
Renaissance of the 1930s, was pre¬ 
sented with a Special Jury Prize at 
the award ceremony. Earlier in the 
week, at one of the jam-packed 
screenings, Samuel L. Jackson 
joined the audience in giving it a 
standing ovation. “The fact that a 
film like this is in competition is a 
sign of health and diversification 
in queer cinema,” said Sundance 
programmer Shari Frilot. 

Veteran’s rites 

The other dramatic competi¬ 
tion selection was Harry and Max,

directed by Christopher Munch, 
veteran of the “new queer cine¬ 
ma” movement. Focusing on the 
incestuous relationship between a 
washed-up boy-band member 
and his teen pop-idol little broth¬ 
er, the film marks a departure 
from Munch’s prior work ( The 
Hours and Times). “[The charac¬ 
ters] were not crafted as much as 
they were in my previous films,” 
said Munch. “It sounds corny, but 
the characters really just wanted 
their story told — they just came 
to me.” One scene that’s sure to 
raise more than just eyebrows has 
Max (Cole Williams) steering a 
car with one hand and groping his 
brother (Bryce Johnson) with the 
other, inducing a very authentic- 
looking erection. “I actually sur¬ 
veyed some knowledgeable 
friends beforehand to make sure 
it looked realistic,” joked Munch. 

There was no question of phal¬ 
lic authenticity in Bruce LaBruce’s 
hardcore Raspberry Reich, which 
heated up an otherwise Arctic 
Midnight at the Egyptian Theater. 
Director of Programming John 
Cooper described this tongue-in- 
cheek anti-capitalist diatribe as 
“porno-political-palooza.” At its 
core is Gunfrun, an East German 
terrorist who believes that hetero¬ 
sexual monogamy is a bourgeois 
construct that must be smashed 
to achieve revolution — so she 
makes her straight male appren¬ 
tices have sex with each other. By 
the end of the screening, one au¬ 
dience member was so inspired by 
the manifesto that he forced his 
hand up my shirt, pinched my 
nipple and boldly declared* “I 
want hot sex now!” 

An even hotter ticket — in¬ 
deed, the most “buzzed about” 
queer film of the festival — was 
edited on Apple’s iMovie and pro¬ 
duced for $218.32. Nineteen years 
in the making, Jonathan Caou- 
ette’s pioneering Tarnation uti¬ 
lizes photos, Super-8 home 
movies, phone messages, DV di¬ 
aries and dramatic reenactments 
to shed light on the 31-year-old’s 
complex relationship with his 
schizophrenic mother. Upon see¬ 
ing a rough cut of the film, John 
Cameron Mitchell and Gus Van 
Sant signed on as producers. 
Mitchell ( Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch ) said that critics wept and 
hugged each other after the first 
screening. During the Q8cA, 
Caouette said that making the 
movie was a way of exorcising the 
demons of his past. “It was very 
therapeutic, like putting a cap on

it,” he said. “Now I’m ready to 
move on and make bigger and 
better films.” 

Angela Robinson turned her 
2003 short, D.E.B.S., into this 
year’s feature of the same name. 
The sexy lesbian teen-spy action 
flick, which played to a sell-out 
crowd at the spacious Eccles The¬ 
atre, has also proven popular 
among LGBT film festival pro¬ 
grammers, several of whom spec¬ 
ulated about featuring the film as 
an opening- or closing-night se¬ 
lection. Screen Gems will release 
D.E.B.S. theatrically (with a sur¬ 
prising PG-13 rating, the first ever 
for an LGBT film) later in the 
year. 

Another film that’s certain to 
land at a theater near you is Ian 
Iqbai Rashid’s Touch of Pink, 
which was picked up for distribu¬ 
tion by Sony Pictures Classics. 
Though one critic dismissed it as 
another incarnation of The Wed¬ 
ding Banquet, the rousing ovation 


at the end of the premiere indi¬ 
cated that the audience loved this 
romantic comedy. It’s the story of 
Alim (Jimi Mistry), a gay Ismaili 
Canadian whose life is interrupt¬ 
ed when his mother shows up to 
find him a proper Muslim girl¬ 
friend. Everyone at the afterparty 
couldn’t stop talking about the 
ghost of Cary Grant (played to hi¬ 
larious effect by Kyle MacLach- 
lan), who advises Alim on the 
finer points of living in the closet. 

Other bright spots included 
Bright Young Things, the director¬ 
ial debut of out British actor 
Stephen Fry. Adapting from Eve¬ 
lyn Waugh’s novel Vile Bodies, Fry 
employs sumptuous production 
design and searingly witty dia¬ 
logue to zero in on the decadent 
social scene of 1930s London. 
Michael Sheen steals the show as 
the outlandish queer dandy, 
Miles, who flees to. Paris to avoid 
British sodomy laws.

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All’s Phair in love and war 

On the record with Liz Phair 


by Gregg Shapiro 


n her first new studio disc in 
five years, a slick, epony¬ 
mous commercial depar¬ 
ture on Capitol Records, Liz Phair 
still maintains the energy and 
spirit of what made her so en¬ 
thralling on her previous albums. 
There is no shortage of sex, a 
mainstay of Phair’s, as you can 
hear on the censurable first single 
“Why Can’t I,” the “young guys 
rock” attitude of “Rock Me” and 
the “favorite underwear” reference 
of “Favorite.” Phair also still has a 
flair for the graphic as you can 
hear on “H.W.C.,” which stands 
for “hot, white come.” Other Phair 
originals, including the Who- 
bombast of “Love/Hate” and the 
absolutely heartbreaking “Little 
Digger,” about a child who catch¬ 
es his mother with another man, 
indicate that the whip-smart 
Guyville exile is there lurking 
under the fishnet stockings, heavy 
eye makeup and provocative pos¬ 
ing. 

Gregg Shapiro: Some of your 
songs have been covered by gay 
men, including "Fuck and Run/' 
which was done by Frank Rogala 
on his Crimes Against Nature 
disc, and "Gunshy," which David 
Clement has performed in his live 
shows. How does it feel to have 
made that kind of connection with 
the queer community? 

Liz Phair: It feels really good. 
My tour manager was asking me 
about that the other night. He 
asked, “Do you have a really big 
gay following?” And I said, Yeah, I 
think I kind of do, I think I have 
that. And he asked, “Why do you 
think that is?” And I said, I think 
it’s because we both have a com¬ 
mon interest in getting the up¬ 
tight sexuality of America a little 


looser. I think they really appreci¬ 
ate the fact that I’m willing to 
push boundaries to get people to 
accept wider ranges of sexuality 
and roles. 

I've been trying to convince a 
Chicago queer punk band called 
Super 8 Cum Shot to cover 
"H.W.C.," a song about the 
restorative powers of "hot white 
cum." 

Oh, good! I like their name a 
lot! 

It sounds like you've gotten in 
touch with your inner gay man on 
this album. 

I beg to differ. I’ve gotten in 
touch with my inner woman. 
We’ve just denied women their 
right to be this way. 

Then women and gay men have 
something more in common. 

Would you say that you have ben¬ 
efited from your acquaintances 
and friendships with gay men? 

They’re my friends. I don’t re¬ 
ally look at them as providing... I 
wouldn’t say that my Asian 
friends are providing me with 
“Asian help.” I’ve known my gay 
friends forever, since high school. 
They’re my friends. 

On the song "Rock Me," there is 
a line sung to the younger guy, 
that goes, "You don't even know 
who Liz Phair is." Do you really 
feel like you're unknown to seg¬ 
ments of the music-buying public? 

Totally. Now more than ever, 
I’m aware of it because of the 
radio play that I am getting. A lot 
of people are like, “Yeah, I’ve 
heard her name before.” I never 
felt like a super-huge star. I never- 
walk around my life like a big star. 

I wouldn’t even want to. I’d like to 
be able to turn it on when I want 
to, but I wouldn’t want to have it 


with me all the time. 

The beautiful, heartbreaking and 
lullaby-like "Little Digger" is one 
of my favorite songs on the 
album. Have you ever considered 
recording an album of songs for 
children your son's age or 
younger? 

I’ve tried to do stuff like that. I 
can’t reign in my own creativity. It 
just does what it wants. It’s kind of 
like therapy for me. What comes 
out needs to come out then. I 
can’t channel it. If I could, I’d be a 
lot wealthier. I’m at its mercy. 

You sang on the Sheryl Crow 
song "Soak up the Sun," which 
was remixed for club play and be¬ 
came something of a dance club 
hit. Are there any songs on the 
new disc that you would allow to 
be remixed for club purposes? 

We always wanted to do 
“Flower,” from my first record. It 
doesn’t have to just be the dirty 
songs. It could be other ones, too. 
I love giving songs a life beyond 
the ones that they’re allotted.

completes a masterful cast that in¬ 
cludes Ira Malaniuk’s Brangane, 
Hermann Uhde’s Melot and Hans 
Hotter’s fiercely sympathetic Kur- 
wenal. Still, the wonder is Karajan, 
who transforms the orchestra into 
the most compelling character of 
all. As but one example, the intox¬ 
icating sounds that pour from the 
pit as the lovers drink Brangane’s 
love potion shimmer with magic 
and shudder with doom. 

Control issues 

Otto Klemperer’s Fidelio, an¬ 
other EMI Great Recording of the 
Century made in 1962, has long 
been considered definitive. One of 
many revelations about Testa¬ 
ment’s new CDs of a live, Klem¬ 
perer-led Covent Garden Fidelio 
on February 24,1961, is that, had 
the notorious control freak (he in¬ 
sisted on “directing” as well as 
conducting the Royal Opera’s new 
production) got his way, EMI’s 
recording would have had the 
same cast. 

In the event, producer Walter 
Legge retained only two cast 
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I recently saw the movie Thirteen 
and heard your song "Explain it 
to Me" playing over the closing 
credits. Is it important for you to 
have your music heard in a cine¬ 
matic setting? 

It is. I am a big movie fan. I am 
one of those people who watches 
them wide-eyed and un-cynically. 
I suspend my disbelief. Thirteen 
was so moving to me. I complete¬ 
ly felt, again, what it felt like to be 
that age and to have those kinds 
of issues. I was crying by the end 
of it. To have my songs in that 
kind of context is one of the most 
meaningful things that I can do 
with my work. 

Speaking of movies, you have 
been doing some acting, including 
playing the office ice-princess 
Brynn in Cherishl You're in the 
forthcoming Seeing Other People. 
Are you enjoying exploring that 
aspect of your talent? 

I love it. I had five lines in 
Cherish and I have one line in See¬ 
ing Other People, but I had more 



members, Jon Vickers’ towering 
Florestan and Gottlob Frick’s sen¬ 
sitive Rocco. While losing Christa 
Ludwig’s Leonore on the EMI set 
seems unthinkable, the live 
recording makes it clear that 
Klemperer knew what he was 
doing.

Pro¬ 
duced by Michael Stipe, the en¬ 
semble cast includes Macaulay 
Culkin, Jena Malone and Mandy 
Moore.

London cast seems overall supe¬ 
rior — including the two 
holdovers, who are, unbelievably, 
even better live. 

With no loss of his wonted au¬ 
thority, Klemperer, too, delivers a 
more fine-grained, human, and 
moving Fidelio for the stage. It’s 
entirely more convincing at the 
dramatic level, more musically 
flexible without becoming lax, 
and at times downright nimble. 

The common element in these 
two outstanding recordings is 
Hans Hotter, whose Pizarro for 
London leaves as indelible an im¬ 
pression in the spoken dialogue 
as in his peerless singing. These 
CDs provide two more reasons 
this singular artist, who died last 
year at 94, made everyone’s list of 
the greatest singers of the last 
century.

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Giving it up for Lent

t was quite a week on the tube. 

Howard Dean withdrew from 

the Presidential race, the first 
contender since Richard Nixon to 
have his bid killed directly by TV. 
Mass casualties in Iraq from sui¬ 
cide and other bombings went 
virtually ignored by the Bush Ad¬ 
ministration as well as by the UN, 
which has caved in to Pres. Bush 
once again, proving its total lack 
of efficacy and integrity. The pre¬ 
cipitous fall of the Haitian 
government provided 
bloody footage of a 
different sort, also ig¬ 
nored Stateside. And 
all over the news, 
there we were: 
queers, front and 
center, hundreds 
standing in 
rain and shine 
to get married 
in the City by 
the Bay, courtesy of Mayor Gavin 
Newsom. The resounding ring of 
those “I do’s” were the only posi¬ 
tive moments we witnessed on the 
tube in the last week. 

Some people always cry at 
weddings, others sneer at the 
thought, but who could fail to 
reach for the hankies as lesbian 
activists Del Martin, 79, and Phyl¬ 
lis Lyon, 83, partnered for 51 
years, were finally able to marry 
last week, inaugurating the best 
moment of civil disobedience 
since Rosa Parks refused to give 
up her seat on the bus. 

As we watched their betrothal 
on the evening news — on the 
evening news! — we sobbed like a 
bad actor on a soap opera. All 
over America, queers and 
straights saw history unfold on 
the streets of San Francisco. Talk 
about reality TV! FOX has noth¬ 
ing on us! 

Our old friend Bill Maher, for¬ 
mer host of Politically Incorrect, 
whom ABC cravenly fired for 
making a few politically incorrect 
comments, now sports a new (and 
even better, for being uncensored) 
show on the Comedy Network. 
Smart and cynical as ever, Maher 
remains capable of putting any 
controversy in perspective with 
sharp humor and even sharper in¬ 
sight. On Valentine’s Day, Maher, 
straight and a confirmed bachelor 
but consistently supportive of 
queer marriage, took on the right 
wing’s crise. There were a few bon 
mots (“they can’t all marry Liza 
Minnelli, after all”), but mostly 
Maher asked what all the fuss was 
about. He lambasted Republicans 
and Democrats for their refusal to 
accept and endorse queer mar¬ 
riage. At least the Republicans 
were consistent in their bigotry; 
but the Democrats, he asserted, 
were utter hypocrites, having no 
good reason to withhold their 
support except pandering to the 
worst in politics. Go, Bill! 

Maher was succinct: everyone 
deserves the right to marry, queer 
or straight. He called for a return 
to the right to privacy and for 
keeping politics out of everyone’s 
bedroom. 

Jay Leno kept the queer mar¬ 
riage issue burning in his mono¬ 
logues all week. Leno’s response to 
George Bush’s comments that the 
queer marriage issue caused him 
to be “deeply troubled” and con¬ 
cerned about “activist judges” cir¬ 
cumventing the will of the people 
was priceless. Leno retorted that 
Bush didn’t seem to mind judges 
circumventing the will of the peo¬ 
ple when they put him in the Oval 
Office. Good one, Jay. 


But queer marriage wasn’t all 
hearts and flowers. In counter¬ 
point to the warm and tender mo¬ 
ments of love between queers in 
SF were the pitched battles being 
waged in the Massachusetts and 
Ohio legislatures. The mayhem in 
Boston, in which many of those 
decrying queer marriage were De¬ 
mocrats, also brought us to tears, 
but cer tainly not of joy. The scene 
in Boston, later replicated in 
Ohio, was shameful and scur¬ 
rilous. 

Nor were we happy with our 
own team: Rep. Barney Frank (D- 
MA) weighed in on the 
SF marriages with ad¬ 
monitions that those 
queers were queering 
for others. Frank 
seemed to be on every 
network and political 
talk show decry¬ 
ing the wed¬ 
dings as un¬ 
dermining the 
fight for “real” 
queer marriage. Frank, a guest on 
Nightline lauding the Boston 
Supreme Court after it made its 
initial ruling, seems to need the 
glory of gay marriage to fall to 
him. Alas, Newsom’s civil disobe¬ 
dience beat the Congressman to 
the proverbial political punch. 

Dean’s list 

Speaking of political punches, 
the rise and fall of Howard Dean, 
a liberal icon a mere month ago, 
was painful to watch. Some of us 
had hoped that Dean could bring 
democracy back to the Democra¬ 
tic Party. He didn’t sound like 
Truman so much as Franklin 
Roosevelt. His “New Deal” mes¬ 
sage energized an inert votership 
beaten down by the 2000 election 
hijacking. But TV killed the mes¬ 
senger while other Democratic 
candidates embraced and even 
outright stole the message. Brand¬ 
ing Dean as “unpresidential” 
(true, he never looked like Bush) 
and a “hothead” (and yet he never 
took Vermont to war based on a 
lie), TV hammered this image of 
Dean home for weeks. The infa¬ 
mous “scream” speech in Iowa, 
doctored for the evening news, 
sealed Dean’s fate. Although he 
left the race with far more dele¬ 
gates than Sen. John Edwards (D- 
SC), the constant media refer¬ 
ences to him “lagging” in the pri¬ 
maries never reflected the truth of 
his candidacy, while also helping 
to kill it. 

The role TV has played in the 
Democratic race has been crucial 
and deadly. Neither Rev. A1 Sharp- 
ton nor Rep. Dennis Kucinich 
have dropped out of the race yet, 
but both the newly anointed 
front-runner John Kerry and the 
runner-up, Edwards, keep refer¬ 
ring to the “two-man race,” as do 
TV reporters and anchors. Fewer 
than half the states have held their 
primaries, but the bid seems sewn 
up. So much for electoral process. 

The smell of politics has been 
all over the roaring debate about 
Mel Gibson’s epic film which 
opened Ash Wednesday, The Pas¬ 
sion of the Christ. A week of non¬ 
stop “exclusive” interviewing of 
Gibson was all over the tube. 
While the interviews were sup¬ 
posed to quiet some of the con¬ 
troversy, they only served to in¬ 
flame it. 

We admit we were never smit¬ 
ten with Gibson, whose notorious 
anti-gay comments quashed any 
attraction to his hunkiness. His 
interview with Diane Sawyer 
about the Jesus film managed to 
hint at anti-gay sentiments once 
more. We watched all the inter¬ 


views. Gibson had a lot to say, 
nearly all of it disturbing. 

Gibson revived the word “ef¬ 
fete” as code for gay when de¬ 
scribing previous depictions of 
Jesus on the screen. When Sawyer 
asked him how he had wanted to 
depict Jesus, he sneered and noted 
that he didn’t want his Jesus to be 
as “effete” as other representa¬ 
tions. (Willem Defoe, who played 
Christ in Martin Scorcese’s film 
about Jesus and is often perceived 
as hunky, will like that reference, 
we’re sure.) Nothing like making 
the pitch that your God ain’t no 
sissy queer. Charming. 

But the heart and soul of the 
interviews rests on the hype that 
Gibson’s film is anti-Semitic and 
that Gibson himself is. While 
every Jewish leader, including the 
head of the Anti-Defamation 
League, has declared that the film 
itself is not anti-Semitic, each has 
expressed reservations about the 
extremity of violence in Gibson’s 
biopic. They have also been con¬ 
cerned about the presentation of 
Jews as both Jesus’ executioners 
and physically repellent (shades of 
Nazi portrayals of hook-nosed 
Shylocks). No one has mentioned 
nor complained about Gibson’s 
portrayal of the embodiment of 
Evil in the world as a woman. 

The tone of the main interview 
was what disturbed us. Gibson 
was either flippant or dismissive. 
He doesn’t seem to “get” what the 
controversy is over: hundreds of 
years of Passion plays inciting 
pogroms throughout Europe and 
Russia. He doesn’t seem to get 
that trotting out his lead actress, 
the daughter of Holocaust sur¬ 
vivors, isn’t enough. And the rev¬ 
elation that Gibson’s father is both 
a theologian and a Holocaust de¬ 
nier was particularly problematic. 
Gibson himself revealed that he 
adheres to traditional, pre-Vatican 
II Roman Catholicism (anti¬ 
woman, anti-gay, anti-Semitic). 

Gibson should have explained 
that he made the film for a Chris¬ 
tian audience, for believers in 
Christ, as a depiction of Christ’s 
last, harrowing hours. The film is 
meant as an explication of that 
suffering which was, in true 
Christian theology, for all hu¬ 
mankind, and which was caused, 
in Christian tenets, not by the 
Jews with the help of the Romans, 
but by the sins of all humankind. 

Gibson did not do that. Nor, 
ever, did he state the fundamental 
fact which makes Christ’s execu-

tion at the hands of his fellow 
countrymen not an anti-Semitic 
moment, but a political moment: 
Jesus was a Jew. Gibson could 
never bring himself to say that. 
But it is the most basic mitigating 
factor against any indictment by 
Christians of Jews for the death of 
Christ. And Gibson not only 
failed to make it, he denied Jesus’ 
own heritage. 

Sawyer noted that in the 
course of the weeks of prepara¬ 


tion, “everyone here at ABC 
learned a lot about each other.” 
Gibson’s film has sparked a 
firestorm which Gibson himself 
did not address to his huge audi¬ 
ence. Yet Sawyer’s simple com¬ 
ment made clear that this film 
and Gibson himself have forced 
dialogue, and opened painful 
wounds, among many. Stay 
tuned. 

Finally, on a light note, conser¬ 
vative talk-show host Bill O’Reilly 
guested on Leno this week and 
apologized again to his conserva¬ 
tive constituents for leading them 
astray on Iraq (if only Bush had 
the guts to do the same). Most 
conservatives have no conscience 
about the lies they tell, so we were 
pleased to see it. Leno opined: 
“I’ve put myself on the Bill 
O’Reilly diet: I only eat my words 
over Iraq.” To his credit, O’Reilly 
laughed. There may be hope in 
the world yet. T

unny porno? The prospect 
is scary. So you’ll wanna 
know how the ha-ha’s affect 
the hard-ons in two new features. 
While There Goes the Neighbor¬ 
hood sacrifices two entire scenes 
to an admittedly entertaining 
farce before settling down to de¬ 
liver some mighty sexy goods, it’s 
inept filmmaking that undercuts 
the sex in Rear Factor, not the in¬ 
termittent and only mildly 
bothersome gags. 

The first half of There 
Goes the Neighborhood is 
less concerned with sex 
than the comedy that 
ensues when a film 
crew’s arrival in subur¬ 
bia provokes meddle¬ 
some an¬ 
tics among 
busybody 
neighbors. 

If you’re in the mood for porn, 
these lively, surprisingly well- 
acted, and actually witty vignettes 
will be frustrating. What seems to 
be some excellent sex is truncated, 
interspliced, diced and generally 
tossed out the window in favor of 



the comedy. Too bad — it has a lot 
going for it, not the least of which 
is the extreme eroticism of posing 
straps. The movie’s a period piece, 
set in 1963, as an AMG-like com¬ 
pany films those faux Roman 
pose-and-flex quickies — which 
turn to full-fledged orgies as soon 
as the camera is turned off. 


There are two nosy house¬ 
wives, an uptight (and closeted) 
hubby, a suspicious policeman, 
one kittenish teenage girl appro¬ 
priately named Annie Margaret, 
and her cocky surfer-stud 
boyfriend, who begs his dad to 
call him Kahuna. When Paul 
Johnson, playing the porn direc¬ 
tor, follows the surfer down to the 
beach, Kahuna’s also not above a 
direct request for sex. Oh, baby, 
this beaut’s more than a little bi. 
This is cocky Brad Benton’s most 
sizzling scene ever, and his 
bout with Johnson is 
explosive, a sweaty, 
screaming and groan¬ 
ing sensation. And 
, what a nasty sur¬ 
prise when they flip- 
flop. 

Plot complications are 
stylishly 
tele¬ 
scoped 
and lead 
quickly into the mistaken-identity 
finale. The porn stars are expect¬ 
ing someone dressed as a cop to 
join the filming, so of course the 
real cop gets jumped and mauled. 
Making a swell debut, Phil Philips 
as the cop puts up a fabulously 
real struggle, but ends up aiding 
and abetting every lawbreaking 
stroke that goes down. His gang- 
bang is a rough and rowdy rum¬ 
ble, an exciting conclusion to the 
movie. Cleverly written and di¬ 
rected by Rick Tugger, the movie 
has perfect period set design and 
music. Go for it: the comedy is 
fun, and gets out of the way for 
two swell sextravaganzas. 

Ass transit 

Rear Factor sounds like a clever 
idea: it’s a reality show in which 
contestants enact their ass fanta¬ 
sy. With their hearts electronical¬ 
ly monitored to see whose beats 
the fastest, it’s not He Who Gets 
Fucked Best who wins (which re¬ 
flects more on the fucker, after all, 
not the fuckee), but He Who Has 
More Fun. You know going in 
that’s gonna be feisty Tag Adams. 
Hefty and hairy Jon Galt’s mighty 
sexy, but have you ever seen him 
smile? And though Anthony 
Shaw’s an Eveready Fuckbunny, 
he’s a seriously hardworking one.
